A NEWSPAPER MAN’S END. 


Joseph W. Bingham in a Fit of Despondency 
Kills Himself. 


Joseph West Bingham, 37 years of age, and 
for the last five years a resident of Chicago, 
cut his throat at his father’s residence in this 
city this morning with instantly fatal effect. 
Since the first of the year he had been en- 
gaged on the Sentinel reporting the Legisla- 
tive proceedings, and all along his friends 
had noticed an unusual depression of spirits. 

This was caused by insomnia (he had not 
slept two hours a night for two months) and 
brooding over the idea that his usefulness as 

a newspaper man was at an end, and that 
in consequence his family would come to. 
want. This developed into a mania, and 

since Wednesday he had been under the 

surveillance of some member of the family. 

The intention was to send him to the asylum 

today. This morning for a few moments 
that surveillance was relaxed and the awful 

deed was done with a razor that he had suc- 

ceeded in secreting about his person. Mr. 

Bingham leaves a wife, the granddaughter of 

the late Gov. John Brough of Ohio, and two 

children. He began his newspaper career on 

the Sentinel, of which his father, J. J. Bing- 

ham was editor and 7 a gyn Eight years 

ago he went to St. Paul, where he was en- 

gaged on the Pioneer-Press, three years later 

to Chicago, where he worked on the Times 

and News, being city editor of the latter. He 

was correspondent there of the New 

York Herald and Brooklyn Zagle. He was a 

conscientious, faithful worker, a graceful 

and fluent writer, and a general favorit.

WAR CLOUDS IN THE EAST. 


THE TROUBLES IN BULGARIA MAY YET 


CAUSE THE OUTBURST. 


Agents of the Czar Guilty of Causing the 
Outbreak—Excuses Which the Emperor 
May Use to Cover His Invasion of the 
Country—Turkey Bound to Embrace the 
Cause of Austria—Influence of the Sen- 

. timent in Hungary—Russia’s Policy Said 
to Be Unchanged—Feeling in Paris.

Special Cable.]—Up to this week the German 

publicists and editors who are more or less in 


Bismarck's confidence have not believed that 


war was coming. I discovered this to be true 
by a half-dozen talks with highly-informed 
men at different points during my last week’s 
trip in Alsace and Rhineland. Perhaps the 
most important personage ot all these—cer- 
tainly the one who would speak the most 
freely with me — said frankly that 
the whole recent war scare was an 
electoral device which, having spiendidly 
served a vital purpose, would now be heard 
of nomore. “There is scarcely one chance 
in twenty,” he said, “of war this year.” I 


asked how he expected the Bulgarian. 
troublgs to be peacefully settled, and he an- 


swered that a way could be found for Russia 
and Austria to come to an understanding. 
Obviously he had in mind a partition scheme 


which, months ago, I foreshadowed as find- 


ing favor in Berlin. It has been clear all 
along that Bismarck’s position is that it 
would be much better for Russia to 
be allowed to take Bulgaria, Aus- 
tria compensating herself by marching 
down to Salonica, than to have a row. 
All his contemptuous reiterations of the fact 
that Bulgaria has no interest for him or for 
Germany radiate trom this central idea. Per- 
haps the Germans are a little too fond of as- 
suming that what Bismarck wants is neces- 
sarily what is going to happen, but it is evi- 
dent that they have believed this partition 
was coming off. I learned, too, that the En- 
glish conception of Alexander of Battenberg 
as a sort of young Napoleon, burn- 
ing for the conquest of a throne and 
the founding of fa dynasty, is not at 
all the German reading of his character. I 
was shown a most explicit and unequivocal 
assurance from him that under no circum- 
stances would he return to Bulgaria or get 
drawn into a position hostile to Russia. This 
was written to one of the chief personages in 
Western Germany not a month ago for the 
express purpose of contradicting the English 
rumors of his ambitions and intentions, 
which I, in the past, have been reflecting. It 
forms an interesting part of the secret evi- 
dence on which German statesmen have based 
their belief that there will be no war. 
While I have no direct information, I should 
imagine that the events of the present week 
would effect a considerable shaking of this 
belief. Doubtless it is true, as I was assured 
in Germany over and over again, that the 
Czar personally is desirous of peace. So the 
man who leaves loaded pistols and dynamite 


bombs around his house may be desirous that 


none of his children hurt themselves; but 
his preferences in the matter scarcely count. 
If the Czar is the real master of the situa- 
tion so far as Russia affects it, and desires 
peacé, thep he can — be said to be most 
is gubordinates.

The fact is it 1s firmly believed in France 
that war between Russia and Austria can- 
not be much longer. averted. Cool-headed 
men believe the spark has already been struck 
in Bulgaria. All the diplomatic efforts of 
both France and Germany are directed to- 
wards localizing this coming Austro-Russian 
war. If Germany should be drawn into this 
war public opinion in France, which 
is now distinctly peaceful, would become 
warlike and French armies would appear in 
Alsace-Lorraine with the swiftness of the fall 
of an avalanche. Consequently it is of vital im- 
rtance to ascertain under what conditions 
rmany would be able to keep herself aloof 
from an Austro-Russian campaign. Upon 
this point it is thought that M. de Lesseps, al- 
though intrusted with no special missions, 
will have a full and frank conversation with 
Prince Bismarck. It 1s believed ifi Govern- 
ment circles here that Germany will remain 
neutral in the event—not probable according 
to military authorities—of Austria defeating 
Russia; but that if Russia defeats Austria 
and pushes her victories up to the wails of 
Vienna, public opinion in Germany would 
compel her to draw the sword in defense of 
Germany. M. de Lesseps thoroughly person- 
ies France; he is untrammeled by any act of 
offlcial position, and a frank conversation be- 
tween the Grand Francais and Prince Bis- 
marck would be good for both France and 
Germany. 


FEELING IN PARIS. 


Boulanger Manages to Keep His Real In- 
tentions Secret—Hate of the English.

GERMANY IN THE EAST. 


She Secures a Prize Which the French Re- 
garded as Their Own. 

Paris, March 5.— [New York Times Spe- 
cial Cable.|—A short cable dispatch from 
Shanghai, reading as follows, It is rumored 
that Cnina has: given Germany the Chusan 
Islands,“ has again started the whole fever 
of French discontent about the colonial 


scheme. As early as 1860, when Gen. Mon- 


tauban, took the first expedition to China, 
having established headquarters in these 
islands commanding the entrance to the 
largest stream of the Empire, the Yang-tse- 
Kiang, he wrote to the home Government a 
series of letters, since destroyed dy superior 
order, that a garrison should be maintained 
there, as he considered it strategically of the 
greatest importance.

The Rustchuk Rebels.

HICKS-BEACH DRAWS OUT. 


RESIGNATION OF THE CHIEF SECRE- 
: TARY FOR IRELAND. 


Arthur J. Balfour, Salisbury’s Nephew, Ap- 
pointed to the Place—Exciting Times in 
Parliament Expected—Coercive Legisia- 
lation Soon to Be Introduced—The Ger- 
man Government Ready to Pass the Sep- 
tenate Bill—One Hundred and Forty- 
four Minérs Killed by an Explosion. 

Loxbox, March 5.— [New York Mail and 

Express Cable. ] — The time for the beginning 

of the long- expected storm in Parliament has 

been hitherto delayed by the protraction of 
the debate on the address and of that on the 
question of the procedure rules. It began in 


good earnest last night, and this afternoon 
the resignation of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
from the Cabinet as Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land was officially announced. This fresh 
break in the Conservative Ministry, succeed- 
ing that which was started by Lord Randolph 
Churchill's resignation just before last 
Christmas, loses most of its effect because it 
was not a surprise, like Churchill’s with- 
drawal, but had been discounted by the po- 
litical gossip of two months past, and more 
recently by Sir Michael's failing health. 

The Rt.-Hon. Arthur James Balfour leaves 
the Secretaryship for Scotland to take 
Beach's place. He is selected as a willing 
aid to the Premier in his active measures 
toward Ireland. He was President of the 
Government Board in Lord Salisbury’s pre- 
vious Ministry, and has been intimately as- 
sociated with his political fortunes since he 
was his private secretary under Beaconsfield, 
and accompanied him to the Berlin Congress. 
He is still under 40. What other changes in 
the Government may occur no one can tell 
today. But the Parliamentary storm will set 
in with increasing force next week, with the 
promise of a period of extraordinary violence 
in the depates. A series of crises is looked for 
which are expected to lead to a complete com- 
bination-of factions and the formation of two 
great parties on new lines—a prospect which 
is emphasized by Sir George, Otto Trevelyan’s 
open declaration for Mr. Gladstone, while 
Lord Hartington remains opposed to him. 
The Government early in the week will de- 
mand the application of the closure to the 
debates on the rules of procedure. In re- 
sponse to this effort to cut off free speech the 
Parnellites will organize a systematic resist- 
ance tc the suppressive tactics of the Tories. 
They will be assisted by the Gladstonians 
and Radicals, and will carry their obstruc- 
tion maneuvres to the extremest limit. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach is suffering from 
cataract, and his resignation was due to that 
cause, e will proceed to Berlin for the pur- 
pose of undergoing treatment by a celebrated 
oculist of that city. 

Hicks-Beach’s physicians issused a bulletin 
concerning his condition. They say he has 
cataracts over both eyes and unless he rests 
from official life he will be unfit to submit to 
an operation when the time comes for it. 

Balfour was sammoned to Windsor today 
umd formally accepted the office. 

The Marquis o ns peta in addressing 
the National Conservative Club, said tonight 
that no greater disaster could befall the Gov- 
ernment ang country than the resignation of 
Hicks-Beac He hoped, however, that Sir 
Michael's retirement would be only 
temporary. The speaker said the 
Irish question, ever a horrid nightmare, was 
paralyzing the Government's energies, and 
that the system of trial by jury required re- 
construction. Otherwise, it should be dis- 
pesed of entirely. Legislation was also 
impeded by the disgraceful scenes at 
Westminster. It was admitted that 
a remedial measure of far reaching tenden- 
cies was required in Ireland, but the respect 
for the law of the. country must first be re- 
stored. He was for energetic and strong 
coercive measures for Ireland. The Marquis 
evinced great impatience with the carping’ 
of a portion of the Conservative party at the 
position of the tet agua as though they 
made it for themselves. e reminded his 
hearers that the Ministry was not that ofa 
despotic but a constitutional Government.

thermo mineral waters except at Solinatara de 
Pozzuoli, where it is remarked that the tempera- 
ture rose gradually between the beginning of 
January and the end of February from 63 to 70 
degrees centigrade. There were several slight 
earthquakes in different parts of Italy during the 
same period, but they were less important than 
usual at this season. The 5th and sth of Jan- 
uary Gargano and Vultura were disturbed; 
the 15th and 224 Etna was also disturbed; the 
2th Venice. The 19th and wth of February 
there were fresh commotions in Etna, but no dis- 
turbances worth mention in any other parts of 
Italy. Thus it will be seen that the shaken dis- 
tricts were in four different centres. 


A MINE HORROR. 


One Hundred and Forty-four Men Killed by 
an Explosion. 

BRosskls, March 5.—An explosion of fire- 
damp occurred today in a colliery at Quareg- 
non, four miles from Mons. The explosion 
shattered the roofs and galleries sothat many 
of them fell. One hundred and forty miners 
were intombed. Engineers penetrated the 
galleries and found 144 dead from suffocation.

THE TREATY OF 1818. 
The Hon. John Jay, late Minister to Vien- 


na, in an open letter to Senator Evarts has 
suggested another solution for the adjust- 
ment of the fisheries dispute with Canada 
which goes down to the very core of the 
matter. His remedy in brief is the abroga- 
tion of the treaty of 1818, which would re- 
stalin. Pe a8 rights and liberties of our fisher- 
men as in the treaty of peace with 
England penn in 1788. 

Mr. Jay’s discussion of the question is a 
masterly one. The retaliation bill as passed 
by Congress is a measure of protection, and a 
timely one. It should be exercised thorough- 
ly and firmly, but even then it would not re- 
move the cause of dispute. That grows dut 
of the irreconcilable difference of opinion 
between our Government and the English 
Government as to the nature of the rights of 
our fishermen under the treaty of 1818. 
The Engiish not only claim that the 
treaty was made in their interests 
but demand the rignt to interpret 
it as they please—a process which in course 
of time will destroy every right which the 


fishermen have under it, inasmuch as the 


Canadians enforce it not alone in consonance 
with their own interpretation of its letter 
and spirit, but in accordance with colonial 
acts which they have passed and which ex- 
tend their jurisdiction and still further cur- 
tail our own privileges. The violation of the 
treaty of 1818 has given us the right to abro- 
gate it. Mr.. Jay establishes this point 
with great clearness, both by international 
law and numerous precedents in our 
own relations with other Powers. It 
is a well-established principle of inter- 
national law that a treaty violated by one 
party may be renounced by the other. The 
abrogation of the first article of the treaty of 
1818, which is the only one defining fishery 
privileges, would at once revive the third 
article of the treaty of 1783, which makes a 
fair division of these privileges. There is no 
force, as Mr. Jay shows, in the British con- 


tention that our rights under the latter treaty. 


were lost by the War of 1812. International 


law is clear on the point that war does not | 


affect the compacts of a nation except when 
so provided in such contracts, and, as Mr. 
Blaine has shown in his “Twenty Years of 
Congress,” the law officers of the Crown have 
maintained the same opinioh. In this con- 
nection it may be well to reprint what Mr. 
Blaine has to say of the 1818 treaty in the 
same work: 


Within four years of this time a treaty was ne- 
gotiated and ratified which is altogether the most 
inexplicable in our diplomatic history. The war 
just concluded with Great Britain had reflected 
the highest honor upon our navy; while on land 
we had demonstrated, if not the absolute impos- 
sibility, certainly the serious difficulty and dan- 

r., of an invasion of our soil by any foreign 

— We had risen greatly in the estimation 
of the world as to our capacity for war, and we 
had learned the especial importance of maintain- 
ing the as the nursery of our sailors. 
The State rtment was under the direction of 
John Quincy Adams, who, above all statesmen of 
his day, Was supposed to a late the value of 
the fisheries and who stubbornly re 
at Ghent to consent to any dimunition of our 
fishing-rights even if the alternative should be 
the continuation of the war. Yet the 20th of 
October, 1818, — Ir — J was concluded at London.

Mr. Jay establishes beyond question the 
right of the Government to abrogate this 
mysterious convention, its repeated violation 
by the Canadians, and the reoperation in full 
force of the fishery clauses of the treaty of 
1783 as soon aa the other isannulled. These 
clauses provide as follows: 


It is that the people of the United 
States shall continue to enjoy unmolested the 
right to take fish of every kind on the sand bank 
and all the other banks of Newfoundland, also in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, and at all other places 
in the sea where the inhabitants of both coun- 
tries used at any time heretofore to fish. 

And also that the inhabitants of the United 
States shall have liberty to take fish of eve 
kind on such part of the coast of Newfoundlan 
as British fishermen shall use (but pot to dry or 
cure the sameon that sland). and also on the 

| creeks of all other of his Brit- 
lominions in America; and that 
hermen shall have liberty to dry 
and cure fish in many of the unsettled bays, har- 
bors, and creeks of Nova Scotia, Magdalen 
Islands, and Labrador, so long as the same shall 
remain unsettled; but so soon as the same or 
either of them shall be settled it shall not be 
lawiul for the said fishermen to dry or cure fish 
atsuch settlements without aprevious agree- 
ment for that purpése with the inhabitants, pro- 
prietors, or possessors of the land. 


Under these clauses there could be no mis- 
understanding or cause for trouble, but so 
long as .the treaty of 1818 remains in force 
there can be no escape from troubie except 
by so far increasing our naval force and 
strengthening our coast.defenses that we 
can not only prevent further Canadian out- 
rages but enforce our interpretation of the 
treaty. There can be no peace without the 
full recognition of our rights to the fisheries 
equally with the Canadians, and with this 
prospect in view the proposition made by Mr. 
Jay is entitled to serious consideration. 


THE BUCKET-SHOPS AGAIN. 

It is a fact not altogether creditable to our 
civilization that persons considered respecta- 
ble are frequenters of bucket-shops and are 
at no pains to conceal their habitof gambling 
there. They even make their boasts of 
beating the bucket-shops” as other gam- 
biers do of beating a faro bank. And the 
evil has increased enormously in the last few 
months. These concerns, obstructed by no 
adequate law, have pushed their operations 
all over the country in a most persistent and 
systematic way till they have become a 
great power and have gathered into their 
toils a large number of people once too 
careful of their own reputation to venture 
into such places. Many of these people are 
those who have been unsuccessful in specu- 
lation elsewhere and have turned to the 
bucket-shop as a last resort. We have nad 
some pretty hard times in the last five years 
for what are known as outside speculators, 
and the ranks of those who indulge the des- 
perate desire to recover their fortunes by 
betting their fives, tens, and hundreds on 
the next turn in the market have been 
largely recruited. That they have still dis- 
appointment in store for them goes without 
saying. The profits ot the bucket-shops 
come mainly not from the commission ac- 
count but from the bad judgment and luck 
of the crowd and their inability to protect 
their deals by adequate margins. 

To the moralist it is sufficient to know that 
these places are merely gambling-houses. To 
the operator it ought to be sufficient to know 
that the dice are loaded against him. When 
a man buys stocks or grain through @ broker 
that broker is bound by every interest of his 
own and by every law bearing on the subject 
to protect that man. He 1s bound to buy at 
the lowest possible price, to give information 
and advice as to everything affecting the 
value of the property, ana to sell on the most 
advantageous terms. The interests of broker 
and client are identical. In the bucket-shop

ti ee to rob him of his money. 
The chances have been calculated almost 
as accurately as those of the various games 
played in gambling-houses. There is plenty 
of risk in sveculation under the most favora- 
ble circumstances, and if to the dangers of 
the market one adds the danger of being 
swindled in the office where he operates his 
chances areslim. The relations of a bucket- 
shop and its customers are beautifully illus- 
trated from time to time when a large num- 


ber of people are on the bull side of the deal, 


and the bucket-shop men god into the market 
and break the price in order to “ freeze out 
the people who have been paying them com- 
missions 

The public ought to have a lively interest 
in this matter, not merely because gambling 
is a demoralizing occupation, but because op- 
erations in these shops have a baleful influ- 
ence on the markets. Trade is now conduct- 
ed largely on the basis of statistics. People 
buy and sell in accordance with the reports 
of supply and demand, and the statistics are 
available to anybody who will stuay them. 
They can make up their minds as to what the 
course of the market will be if the reports 
present the condition of affairs correctly. 
Everybody knows how hard it has been to 
do this in respect to our wheat market in the 
last three years. All the old rules seem to 
have been set at naught. There has been 
some occult influence at work, and the trade 
are just coming to a sense of what that in- 
fluence is. It is the bucket-shops. Nobody 
can tell the situation of affairs. in the 
bucket-shops, for they are private insti- 
tutions. There may be at any time a great 
number of people heavily loaded and just 
ready to “lie down,” making it dangerous 
for anybody else to buy at current prices, If 
such a condition of things exists on a public 
exchange, it is known to the careful observer, 
and he can act accordingly. The man who 
operates in a bucket-shop may have a heavy 
stake in the market but he cannot protect it. 
On a public exchange the purchase of a 
million bushels of wheat produces a certdin 
effect on the price, strengthening the market. 
In a bucket-shop, if it produces any effect at 
all itis against the buyer, for it furnishes 
un additional motive to the proprietor to do- 
press the price and thus get hold of his cus- 
tomer’s money. The influence of these con- 
cerns inthe aggregate in demoralizing the 
market and discouraging buyers has been 
enormous, and it is high time that public 
sentiment was roused to u sense of the mis- 
chief they are doing. 

Brokers, dealers, and business-men gener- 


ally are just now giving the subject more | 


thought than heretofore, and in some of the 
States laws have been passed. The Riddle 
bill in this State is commended by ‘persons 
who have given the matter careful study, and 
that or some equally strong measure ought to 
be enacted. The recent utterances at a meet- 
ing of the Commercial Club of this city voice 
the sentiments of good business-men. People 
who inveigh against speculative operations 
on the Board of Trade should remember that 


whatever evil may be found there 1s a small 


matter compared with the demoralization 
caused by the bucket-shops, ana it is an evil 
inciaental to a legitimate business, while the 
operations of the bucket-shops are in them- 
selves an unmixed evil and can present to the 
world no — apology for their existence. 


REPRESENTATION IN THE CITY. CONVEN- 
TION. 

The Blaine vote ought not to be the basis 
of representation in the Republican City 
Convention. There have been decided 
changes in the distribution and strength of 
the Republican vote since 1854. A new sys 
tem of registration has been established, 
new precincts have been made, aud a 
third party has come into the field. 
The Republican vote in some of the south- 
western wards has fallen off moré than 
one-half since the Presidential election. 
It is utterly wrong to refuse to recognize the 
fact that the Labor party has heavily sub- 
tracted from the Republican as well as the 
Democratic vote in all the foreign wards, 
and it is grossly improper and unjust to 
the Republican wards to give representation 
in our convention to the seceding Labor vote, 
which is running an opposition ticket and 
boasting that it will be elected. 

The Fifth Ward, which cast 4,315 votes for 
Blaine, cast but 1,327 votes for Tanner, the 
Republican candidate for State Treasurer 
last fall. It would be entitled to seven 
votes in the convention on the basis of 
this last vote. The committeeman from 
the ward demagds twenty-two delegates 
and pretends to Ay that if he gets sucha 
representation the ward will be encouraged 
to repeat itg Republican vote. The ward was 
given the representation demanded in April, 
1885, in November, 1885, and last spring and 
last fall. Its Republican vote has been 
constantly diminishing. The Fourteenth 
Ward, which cast 4,367 votes for Blaine, 
gave but 2,506 votes for Tanner for Treasurer. 
It claims twenty-two delegates, whereas it is 
entitled to but thirteen. Those two wards, 
now Democratic or Socialistic, claim nearly 


as large a representation as the Kourth and 


Twelfth Wards, whicn polled, last fall, 3,500 
and 4,000 Republicgn votes respectively. This 
is modest on the partof the committeemen 
from those wards. 

The basis of representation in the conven- 
tion ought to be changed, and the vote cast 
for Maj. Tanner for Treasurer last fall, after 
the new party appeared, and which was 
the first county election held under 
the new law, ought to be made the 
basis. This is fairer than a vote cast 
for any county officer, which was in each 
case affected by various local circumstances. 
It is desirable, too, that the con vention should 
not consist of much more than 150 delegates. 
The vote cast for Tanner in the city was 
30,846. Allowing a representation of one 
delegate to each 200 voters or fractional one- 
half or more of that number in each ward, 
the distribution would be about as follows:

Fourth Ward, 17 de —

The whole number of delegates in @ con- 
vention so arranged would be 156, which 
would be of a convenient size. Now, if the 
Blaine vote is taken as the basis, and the 
convention is limited to about 150 delegates, 
the proportion of voters for each delegate 


would be a fraction less than 350, and the 


representation of the wards would be about 
as follows:

and Seventeenth Wards will have a repre- 
sentation in the convention which will offset 
the strong Republican wards like the Third, 
Fourth, Eleventh, Twelfth, and Eighteenth. 
Is this desirable from a Republican stand- 
point 

- At the meeting of the Republican City 
Committee next Wednesday the resolution by 
which the Biaine vote was made the basis of 
representation in the convention should be 
rescinded. To persist in calling the conven- 


tion on the basis then adopted will be taken 


as an indication of a desire on the part of the 
committee to play a sharp trick on the Re- 
publican voters, and to run the convention 
in accordance with some preconcerted plan 
for the benefit of candidates who have not 
the confidence of the Republican masses. 
The wards which are exvected to give the 
Republican majorities aré surely entitled to 
have more to say in the selection of the can- 
didates than the wards -which will roll up 
Democratic or Socialistic pluralities. 


CLUBS AND POLITICS. 

For the most part the numerous clubs of 
Chicago are merely socialin aim and scope, 
but two—the Union League and the Iroquois 
have higher aspirations. They aim at the 
promotion of certain general ideas in poli- 
tics, the former Republican and the latter 
Democratic. The lroquois braves have at- 
tracted to their banquet-hall the most emi- 
nent Democrats of the Nation, and the press 
of the next day, regardless of party, has 
always given the widest’ publicity to the 
speeches. Whether the cause of De- 
mocracy was thereby lifted up and 
strengthened is a matter of conject- 
ure. However much or little influence 
those after-dinner speeches may have had in 


‘molding public opinion, they cannot be said 


to have promoted legislation. Not a single 
line of policy ever advocated by Iroquois 
guests around tneir festive board ever took 
shape as an act of legislation, National or 
State. The last gathering of the kind had 
for its chief speakers Speaker Carlisle and 
Senator Beck. The former set forth at 
length his views on the tariff, the latter laid 
out a plan foregetting rid of the Treasury 
surplus. A session of Congress has come 
and gone and nothing has been done or even 
attempted in either line. Mr. Beck probably 


saw the folly of his proposition to divide the 


money between the States substantially as 
wasdone forty years ago, and Mr. Carlisle 
evidently despaired of doing anything in his 
pet line. He can beat Randall for the Speak- 
ership, but when it comes down to business 
the gentleman from Philadelphia is master 
of the situation. It may almost be set down 
that the advocacy of any views at an Iroquois 
feast is paralyzing. 

The Union League has only made one at- 
tempt in the same general line. Instead ofa 


symposium the plan adopted was to ask one 


person to do all the talking. The selection 
fell on a gentleman who combines the varied 
accomplishments of poet, post-prandial and 
occasional orator, diplomat, and mugwump. 
He naturally assumed that there was at least 
one point in common between himself and the 
club. Orators and diplomats, as well as 
poets, are born, but mugwumpery is not the 
gift of God. Any man can run himself 
through that mold if the fancy takes him. 
But Chicago does not share to any apprecia- 
ble extent the prejudicd of Boston against 
Maine, and the amiable old gentlemar. found 
himself in a regular fix. He did not relish 
the idea of making his mugwump speech be- 
fore a Republican audience, and as a make- 
shift parleyed on a subject about as interest- 
ing to his audience as a disquisition on dia- 
lectics. The club succeeded fairly well in 
bottling its wrath until he got out of town, 
but it never cooled off. It is gradually evap- 
orating, and it is to be hoped that the time 
will come when the Lowell fiasco will cease 
to be a theme of conversation. 

It must be admitted that the experiences 
of both clubs point the same moral of dis- 
couragement, out Tun Trisune certainly 
hopes that the Union League will not be 
driven from its purpose by one failure. The 
fundamental idea is an excellent one, feasi- 
ble and highly commendable, but the first at- 
tempt to put it in practice was a series of 
blunders. It was a mistake to invite Mr. 
Lowell, and out of that error of judgment 
grew other mistakes, but the sum total, how- 
ever large, was a comedy and not a tragedy 
of errors. Chicago can get on fairly well if 
it never takes the full measure of Our 
Politics,“ as shown by the Lowell metewand. 
The disappointment broke no hearts so far as 
known, and there are more Washington 
birthdays to follow. Another year is coming 
this way, and it will help matters if the club 
itself will show next time in the selection of 
an orator the courage of its own convictions. 


DEMOCRATIC SIMPLICITY OF DIET. 
The failure to get the General Deficiency 


bill throagh in time to receive the approval 


of the President may lead to some embar- 
rassing results. Not only have a number of 
important appropriations for the courts been 
allowed to fail, but several junketing com- 
mittees are left with unpaid bills on hand, 
and certain official epicures are harassed by 
fears of personal liability for the expenses 
attending a brief period of high living, in- 
dulged, as was supposed, at the expense of 
the Government. The official visitors to the 
Naval Academy are left in a particularly un 
pleasant situation, since their board-bill ag- 


gregated $1,483 for the few days spent at 


Annapolis, and according to all precedents 
the appropriation needed to meet this expend- 
iture should have been railroaded through 
Congress in the confusion of the last day, and 
not left over for deliberate scrutiny. The 
itemized account of the visitors to the Naval 
Academy contains items like these;

bill! Does the report in its reasoning, con- 
struction of language, or conclusions supply 
internal proofs showing the manner of life 
of the visitors while at Annapolis! 

The bill of the visitors attests Democratic 
hunger and thirst rather than Jeffersonian 
simplicity. The failure to get the needed ap- 
propriation through will, however, carry con- 
solation to the less aspiring dlass of the 
Democracy—the unnumbered Bourbons who 
look to the Administration expectantly for 
offices and salaries that will supply beef’ and 
bacon, with moderate allowances of cheap 
whisky, rather than frog legs, terrapin, 
wines, and Roman punch.

sIR MICHAEL HICKS-BEACH RESIGNS. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, the Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, and, since the retirement of 
Lord Randolph Churchill, the ablest of the 
Tory representatives in the House of Com- 
mons, has resigned. This step was inevita- 


blo since the failure of the prosecutions | 


against Messrs. Dillon, O’Brien, Crilly, and 
their associates. Those prosecutions were 
entered on contrary to the advice of the Irish 
Secretary. He had done, though in a different 
way, what the Irishmen were put on trial for 
doing. It was proved at the preliminary ex- 
amination in the case of Dillon and O’Brien 
in the Dublin Justice Court that Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, Gen. Redvers Buller, Col. Turn- 


-er, Capt. Plunkett, and others concerned 


in the government of Ireland had brought 
pressure to bear on the Irish land- 
lords to reduce the rents of their 
tenants. In Beach’s own words at Bristol he 
tried to induce all the landlords of lreland to 
do what the generous ones among them were 
doing and willing to do—to cut down the 
rents in proportion as the prices of produce 
had fallen. He reduced the rents of his own 
tenantry in Devonshire 25 per cent as an ex- 
ample, and he called attention to similar re- 
ductions by Lord Salisbury and other lead- 
ing Tories. 

It was only where the moral suasion of the 
Irish Secretary failed that Dillon and O'Brien 
tried the “plan of campaign — the Strike 
against extortionate rents by a tenants’ 
union. Sir Michael could have no heart in 
the prosecution of the Irishmen, and was 
evidently disgusted with the attempt of the 
Crown lawyers to pack the juries against 
them. He has resigned rather than be a 
party to further coercive measures to en- 
able the extortionate landloras to collect 
exorbitant rents. His defection at this junc- 
ture isa serious blow to the Salisbury Gov- 
ernment, and coming at the same time that 
it is announced Sir George Trevelyan is about 
to return to the Gladstone fold may prove 
disastrous. There is not a competent Minis- 
terial debater left in the House of Commons, 
Mr. Goschen since he joined the Tories hav- 
ing cultivated silence. 

The appointmentof Mr. Arthur Balfour, 
Lord Salisbury’s nephew, as Beach’s succes- 
sor has no special significance. He has been 
a failure as Secretary of Scotland. He 
grossly offended the leading Scotch members 
during the recent debates on the crofter and 
Scotch home-rule questions, and his removal 
to Ireland may be intended to placate them. 
That he will fail as Irish Secretary isa moral 
certainty.

CARDINAL GIBBONS AND THE KNIGHTS. 

Cardinal Gibbons’ argument addressed to 
the Pope against condemnation of the 
Knights of Labor, which it appears has been 
sought by some ecclesiastics, notably Car- 
dinal Taschereau of Montreal, is a remark- 
able document, and notes a decided change on 
the part of the Roman Oatholic Church, in 
America in reference to secret societies. 
The Cardinal does not deny that the 
Knights of Labor is a secret oath- 
bound organization, but he claims that 
it is not an oath-bound organization in 
the sense of the church. In other words, 
members do not withhold from their 
confessors a knowledge of the general de- 
signs of the organization. Incidentally the 


Cardinal tells how careful the Roman Cath- 


olic hierarchy in America is in dealing with 
secret societies of every kind. They are for- 
bidden to deal with them individually. The 
Church has suffered in America from such 
individual action, as in the case of the 
Fenians and some German societies. ,The 
fact that Grand Master Workman Pow- 
derly isa practical Roman Catholic is also 
admitted to have its influence, and the Car- 
dinal goes so far as to admit the benevolent 
character of the Masonic brotherhood. Quite 
as remarkable is the plea for the application 
of American and democratic ideas to the 
management of the Church in this Republic. 
He in effect warns the Pope that it would be 
dangerous to condemn the Knights, because 
it might be made to appear that the Church 
was always on the side of wealth and power. 
He says that a condemnation would do no 
good. It would deter the Knights from fol- 
lowing out their own ideas, and it would de- 
stroy the influence of the Church among the 
workingmen of America, who have been its 
faithful supporters. The refusa] of the Irish 
to contribute the Peter's pence after the Sim- 
eoni-Jacobini circular has not been lost on 
the American Cardinal, for with great can- 
dor he tells his superior that “ a condemna- 
tion of the Knights would be almost ruinous 
for the financial support of the Church 
among us and for Peter's pence.” He is not 
unmindful either of the influence of sucha 
condemnation on the status of the Roman 
Catholic Bishops, It would seriously dam- 
age their authority. The argument bears 
the impress of sincerity, but it was hardly 
intended for publication. It demonstrates 
the powerful influence which republican 
ideas and institutions have on the most con, 
servative organization known to history. 


SCIENTISTS AND SEA-SERPENTS. 

One of the most remarkable of all antipa- 
thies is that which scientists have for sea- 
serpents. The moment one of these myste- 
rious animals makes its alleged appearance 
the scientists publish their deniais of the ex- 
istence of such a creature. Inthe current 
number of the Forum, for instance, Mr. The- 
odore Gill devotes a long chapter to his 
disbelief in the great sea-snake. Evidently 
this has been called out by the serpent which 
was seen several times last year disporting 
itself off Gloucester and other points 
on Cape Ann by sober-minded, unsen- 
sational persons who had no motive 
in inventing a canard, and, not be- 
ing Dautical gentlemen, were not 
possessed of the vivid imagination of sailors 
who can convert a whale or a school of por- 
poises into a sea-serpent at sight. It will 
also be remembered that another serpent 
made his appearance in the Hudson River 
last summer. He was first seen near Rond- 
out Aug. 30. The 3d of September a steam- 
boat captain saw him five miles below Al- 
bany. The 10th of September he turned up 
on the Connecticut coast. Sept. 14 he was 
seen off Bridgeport, and again Oct. 11 in 
Westport Harbor. The 2ist of that month he 
put in an appearance in Chatham Harbor on 
the coast of Cape Cod. Nov. 6he turned up 
in Flushing Bay, and the next day his 
majesty was seen in Providence Harbor. 
Two days afterwards he returned to Bridge- 
port. The last we hear from him he was 


seen Jan. 1 under the ice in the Hudson, 


near Saugerties, His seem a 
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logical. He started from some point near Al- 
bany, leisurely made his way down the Hud - 
son, took a cruise through the Sound, made a 
short visit up the Connecticut River, came 
down again, and followed the shore round to 
Cape Cod, then took the back track, showed 
himself on the Connecticut coast, and finally 
went into winter quarters on the Hudson. 
During this trip he was seen by several hun- 
dred men, women, and children, by farmers, 
fishermen, naval officers, sailors, chil- 
dren playing, beach visitors, port officials, 
and others. It is absurd to claim 
that all these people, many miles apart, 
agreed upon a story, that they were all 
drunk, that they were all fooled by barrels, 
porpoises, tree trunks, logs, or sea-weed, or 
that they are all highly imaginative or entire- 
ly ‘unreliable people. As against the testimo- 


{ uy of tifteen or twenty groups of witnesses 


scattered from Albany to Cape Cod, agreeing 
in its main points of description, with no op- 
portunity for collusion, we have the simple 
denial of single scientists who content them- 
selves with the denial, unsupported by proofs. 
Is it not more likely that the truth is to be 
established in the mouths of many witnesses, 
who are certainly unprejudiced, than by the 
denials of single scientists unsupport- 
ed by personal observation and likely 
to be inspired by the singular antipathy they 
appear to have ggainst the serpent, who, after 
all, is a good, harmless, modest creature, and 
in every case has incontinently retreated 
from the curious inquisition of spectators 
when he might have revenged himself upon 
them for intruding on his domains! Are not 
these scientists prejudiced witnesses and 
base detractors? 

Even admitting for their sake that there is 
no such thing as a sea-serpent (though the 
testimony of the last 200 years is too power- 
fully cumulative for that), why should they 
wish to destroy one of the few illu- 
sions which the sea possesses and 
reduce us down to hard facts and 
mathematical positiveness? They have de- 
molished one after the other the Flying 
Dutchman, the mysterious pirate, the mer- 
maids and the sirens, and the monsters 
of the lower depths. Can they not leave 
us the sea-serpent, instead of trying to 
palm him off on us as a large devil fish or 
whale, or, worse than that, only floating sea- 
weeds or schools of porpoises? Of what 
good is it to deny the legends of the sea and 
discredit the strange things they see who go 
down to it in ships? Iconoclasm is running 
mad in these days.

cause Senator Vedder's bill has been favorably 
reported. As originally framed the bill was 
aimed at all exchanges, but as amended it is 
aimed solely at the Stock Exchange. The indig- 
nation is not less because the amended bill pro- 
poses to tax stock brokers’ sales not less than 
one-hundreth of 1 per cent, instead of one- 
fiftieth of 1 per cent, as was originally in- 
tended. This means that for every sale of 100 
shares the broker must pay the State $1. Brokers 
maintain that if the bill becomes a law it will 
drive avast amount of business from this city to 
Boston, Philadelphia, Baitimore, Chicago, and 
other cities possessed of exchanges.

LIGHTING THE RIVER. 


Prof, Barrett Wants to Do It with His 
Electric Lamps. 

It is possible that the Council will adopt 
the recommendation of its committee in favor 
of Prof. Barrett’s scheme for lighting the 
Chicago River by electricity. Electrician 
Barrett, in speaking of the matter to a re- 
porter, said that if the Council would but 
meet the expenses he would surprise both 
the Council and the public with the change 
which he would make in the safety and ap- 
pearance of the city. Mr. Barrett’s idea is to 
place the generator at the foot of Washing- 
ton street, where the tunnel pumping-house 
now 14 while the cable could be laid alon 
the ock-line of the river on bot 
sides. It shouid be extended on the 
South Branch to Halsted street, on the 
North Branch to Chicago avenue, and on the 
main line to Rush street. The lighting would 
require 115 are lights, each of 2,000 candle- 
power, worked by a double plantof 145 horse- 

wer. Two arc lights could be piaced on 

he approach to eawh bridge, and where 
bridges were far apart lights would be placed 
midway. It wasproposed also to light the 
viaducts in a similar way. He thought that 
the running expenses of the electric plant 
would néarly be compensated for by the sav- 
ing in gas. With such lighting there was no 
reason why the swinging oridges should not 
be closed most of the day, and open most of 
the night, as vesselmen could time their trips 
and load and unload in such a way as to cause 
inconvenience to no one.

Strange Methods Resorted To by the Agents 
of That Company to Secure a Right of 
Way—Solid Opposition. 

Tne agents of the company which is so 
earnestly trying to secure the consent of the 
property-owners for an elevated railroad on 
State street seem to find the undertaking 
rather hard Sledding, and in their anxiety 
and desperation to get a start have resorted 
to ways and means which may 
flable to them, but which do not tend to in- 
spire the heart of the honest property-owner 
with much confidence in them or their 
schemes.

elevated road on State street, as made by the 
parties who are endeavoring to secure con- 
sent of property-owners, is wholly without 
foundation or truth. 1 have signed the pro- 
‘test of the Protective Association of Prop- 
erty-Owners against any such road, and I 
cannot conceive what tnese gentlemen ex- 
pect to gain by misrepresenting me in this 
way. slong ago as last August, when I 
was at Newport, they sent a man to see me 
but I refused at that 
time, and have ever since. I signed the re- 
monstrance against the road, for | think it 
would be a great injury to the property it 
passes.”’ 3 

Justice D. Harry Hammer was found in his 
court-room, and when asked how many feet 
he had signed in favor of the L“ road, 
opened on the reporter with: 

“Well, I have heard from several sources 
that the agents of the elevated railroad are 
telling property-owners that I have signed 
their petition for the road. I wish to most 
emphaticaliy deny all such statements. I 
have signed a protest against such a road on 
State street, asl own considerable property 
on that street, inside the city limita, which 
consider would not be benefited by the con- 
struction of any such road. I am against the 
elevated road on State street first, last, and 
all the time. State street property is improv- 
ing rapidly and becoming very valuable. The 
cable road is well managed and can accom- 
modate all our people, and is not such an un- 
sightly object as the elevated road is sure 
to 


As Vice-President of the Protective Asso- 
ciation of State Street Property-Owners, I am 
doing all I can to prevent the construction of 
the road on this thoroughfare.”’ 

The agéuts of the elevated company hav- 
ing of lute freely claimed the extensive front- 
age of the Grand Trunk Railway, amounting 
to more thun 1,200 feet, a call was made on 
Mr. E. F. Howe, the Vice-President of the 
Grand Trunk Junction Railway, and in the 
course of the conversation Mr. Howe said his 
company had notin any way signified any 
willingness to sign the petition, as they be- 
lieved the construction and operation of an 
elevated road would be a great damage to 
their property. 

The Hon, L. Z. Leiter, v ht. has large prop- 
erty interests on State street, said: 

l am opposed to an elevated road on State 

street, because I am convinced that it would 
seriously injure my property located on that 
street, and also be an injury to the property 
in the entire South Division of the city. We 
now have only two north and south through 
streets open to general traffic ih this divis- 
ion. An elevated road would be a serious 
obstruction. The present steam and, cable 
‘reads afford ample facilities to the people, 
and I haye no doubt will be increased as the 
demand increases. If there is to be an ele- 
vated road I am in favor of plaeing it over 
some ot the present steam lines and not on 
public thoroughfares. I consider it of great 
importance to every citizen of Chicago to 
prevent the occupation of State street by an 
elevated road.” 

The Hon. Sidney Smith, who is President 
of the Protective Association of State Street 
Property-Owners, and who is as well posted 
as any one as to the condition of affairs. said: 
Ves, I have reports coming in. continually 
of the misrepresentations made by the agents 
of the elevated road. Their favorit method 
seems to be to go to a property-owner and 
state unequivocaily that prominent State 
street property-owners, such as Potter 
Paimer, E. J. Lehmann, L. Z. Leiter, and 
others have signed their petiuon, hoping by 
the use of such names and the promise of so 
much per front foot to the signer to secure 
his consent. Now these parties know 
the gentiemen named not only have 
not signed their petition, but are openly 
against it. The Protective Association of 
State Street Property-Owners includes nearly 
every resident property-owner on State 
street, and they unitediy opposed to the 
confiscation of tueir street for an elevated 
line. Our protest already has a majority of 
the property-owners, and new names are 
coming in every day. There will be no ele- 
vated railroad on State street in your day, 
young man; you can depend on that.“

RUBBER BASES TO BE USED IN THE 
BALL-FIELD. 


The Invention of a Massachusetts Man 
Which Is Said to Be Destined to Super- 
sede Both Canvas Bags and Marble 
Plates—President Young Predicts a Brill- 


Noted Horses Brought from the Pacific 
Coast. 


President Young thinks the coming season 
is to be an exciting and profitable one. But 
the patrons of the game here are not at ali 
pleased with the local management because 
of its lack of animation. It is claimed that 
only second-rate players have been contracted 
for, and that a proposition has been made to 
get along without Shaw, Gilligan, Carroll, 
and Hines, who are the only men reserved 
who can play ball. A decided improvement 
has been made at Capital Park for the en- 
suing season, the entire field having been 
sown with and clover-seed and the 
entire diamond has been sodded. 

The suggestion adopted by the league look- 
ing toa solid rubber home- stimulated a 
Massachusetts man to invent a base consist- 
ing of a white rubber cushion on an iron 
casting, the cushion held firmly,in position 
by vulcanized rubber . The edges are 
beveled, for itis intended that the new de- 
sign shall supersede the bags now used at 
first, second, and third bases, and it is 
claimed that this idea raises the base consid- 
erably and is thus made more distinct to the 
runner. In the case of the home-plate, how- 
ever, that is made level with the ground, as 
at present. It is claimed that the new device 
is much cheaper than the solid rubber base 
contemplated and that four of the new inven- 
tions can be p for what one solid 
rubber base would cost. During the last 
week President Young approved the follow- 
ing contracts: National e, R. M. Keat- 
ing, Washi ns; American Association, 
Tony J. Mullane, Cincinnati.

What City Will Get the Eighth Club? 

The league schedule meeting will be held in 
New York tomorrow, and by Tuesday morn- 
ing those interested in the affairs of the or- 
ganization will know its composition for next 
season. For the last two months tle ques- 
tion of the location of the eighth club has 
been discussed to a great length by the pub- 
lic without any definit conclusion having 
been reached, and.the members of the league 
are scarcely better able to determine the re- 
sult. A special meeting of the Committee of 
Three for the express purpose of deciding 
the matter failed to accomplish anything, 
and referred the question to the meeting 
to be held tomorrow for final settlement. The 
Maroons declare they are ready to quit un- 
less they can play Sunday es, but if they 
do quit they must get $20,000 for their fran- 
chise and players. They say St. Louisisa 
balltown with Sunday games, and an 
unprofitable one without them. Kansas City 
comes to the front with a liberal offer of 
$20,000 for the Maroons’ franchise and play- 
-ers, and a proposition to E the railroad fare 
of all clubs going to nsas City for'the 
28 trip between St. Louis — — 

ity, or pay proportionately e fare o 
uke between Chicago and Kansas 
City. If an other place will give 
$20,000 for the Maroons Kansas City will give 
$25,000. President Heim of the Kansas City 
club is a wealthy brewer who will not stop 
at expense. He is bound to make Kansas 
City a leading base-ball city, and says he will 
have Glasscock and Denny this season if he 
has to employ them to shovel ice in one of his 
ice-houses. Indianapolis is bidding for the 
Maroons and the eighth position and endeav- 
oring to shut out Kansas City. The 


is George Burnham, known as 
“Watch” Burnham. At Cleveland, in 
1888, while acting as a league umpire, he en- 
deavored to establish himself in public es- 
teem by buying a watch, having “ Present- 
ed to George W. Burnham by his friends and 
admirers ”’ inscribed on 8 and then having 
it sent out to him on the field during the 
progress of the game.

There 
is a feeling that the movement is simply a 
scheme to secure the Maroons’ franchis s, sell 
the most valuable players, and run an in- 
ferior club at a light expense. To prevent 
the execution of any such scheme the Indian- 
apolis representatives will tomorrow be 
called upon to show good financial standing 
and give bonds to maintain a good club in 
case of admission, or withdraw their applica- 
tion. With the Eastern clubs the ques- 
tion of time to be occupied traveling between 
Chicago and Kansas City, in case the 
latter city is retained, is given important 
consideration and will be strongly arged 
in favor of Indianapolis. It is calculated that 
if Kansas City is retained the loss to the 
Jeague will be about forty days. President 
Heim offsets this by saying that it wiil be 
better for the league to lose forty days and 
have at Kansas City a strong club that will 
draw athome and away from home rather 
than have a poor club at Indianapolis that 
will not draw any where, but will enable the 
clubs to utilize the time they would lose in 
going to Kansas City. | 
Tue jealousy of che stronger of the league 
clubs will have much influence in 
the final settlement of the question. 
New York, Boston, and Detroit are 
undoubtedly suspicious of Chicago. Eastern 
papers say Spaiding will support Kansas 
mig with the understanding that Glasscock 
will be released to him if the- Cowboys“!

Black horse Endymion,8 years old, by Dic- 
tator, dam by Morgan Rattler; bay colt Bell 
Boy, 2 years old, by Electioneer, dam Beauti- 
ful Bells, by The Moor; bay filly, yearling, 
by Director, dam by Volunteer: brown colt 
Anteeos, 4 years oid (full brother to Antees 
2:1644 and Antevolo 2:11), by Electioneer, 
dum Columbine, by A. W. Richmond; bay 
colt, yearling, by Electioneer, dam Edith, by 
George Wilkes; bay filly. yearling, by Clay, 
dam by ‘Almont; bay colt, 2 years old, by 
Electioneer, dam Cora, by Don Victor. 

Endymion, Bell Boy, aud the filly by Di- 
rector are.recent purchases of S. A. Browne 
of Pentwater, Mich. Endymion was owned 
by J. I. Case of Racine, Wis., but was taken 
to California by W. H. Crawford. While on 
a visit to the Golden State Mr. Browne took 
a fancy to the son of Dictator as a stock horse 
and purchased him through Mr. Crawford. 
Bell Boy Mr. Jones considers the best 2-year- 
old trotter in the country. Asa yearling he 
showed quarters in thirty-six seconds. Fle is 
engaged in the Osage Stakes at the St. 
Louis Fair, and the Californians are confi- 
dent that no Kentucky 2-year-old will beat 
him. Mr. Browne paid $5,000 for the colt, 
was offered 88.000 for him before he was 
shipped East, and declined the offer, saying 
$15,000 would not tempt him to part with the 
colt. Anteeos was purchased in California 
by G. W. Morrison of Connersville, Ind., who 
will place him in the stud. The yearling 
colt by Electioneer, out of Edith, and the 
filly of the same age by Clay, out of an Al- 
mont mare, go to New York, having been 
purchased by William Simpson of that city. 
The 2-year-old colt by Electioneer, out of 
Dora, is a purchase by C. T. McCue of Mans- 
field, O. 

Mr. Jones reports Oliver K. as doing very 
well. Budd Doble is working him at Los An- 
geles, but will shortly take him to San Fran- 
cisco, where he will trot the 85.000 a side 
match with Harry Wilkes April 2. Doble 
likes his horse, and is satisfied with his 
chances. San Francisco people who have 
seen Harry Wilkes trot think the little brown 
fellow can beat Oliver K. or any other trot- 
ter. A great deal of interest is already man- 
ifested in the race, and it will surely draw a 
great crowd and cause heavy betting. Bon- 
nie McGregor is doing so well that Doble 
thinks him fully recovered from his soreness.

The specific gravity of the human body is 
about one-tenth less than that of sea-water, 
and it will float without any assistance or 
motion. To change position it is only neces- 
sary to shift the centre of gravity by moving 
&limb or bending the body. A swimmer 
goes up or down, swerves this way and that, 
turns somersets and flip-flaps on the princi- 
ple of a hawk’s soaring inthe air. Fat men 
are the best floaters, and in still water some 
of them can lie upon their backs and go to 
sleep without danger, but for fast swimming 


one wants muscle and wind, and no fat. 

The swimmer 
should learn to dive gracefully if he wants to 
be considered proficient in the art. Let him 
stand almost erect, body slightly inclined 
forward, holding his arms stretched out be- 
fore him, with palms down, fingers close to- 
gether, and thumbs touching. With a slight 
spring he projects himself forward, throws 
his head downward and feet up, and enters 
the water at a slight angle from the perpen- 
dicular, the hands and arms cleaving the 
way and protecting the head. Always keep 
the eyes open under water, and don't wink. 
Winki injures the eyeballs. By turning 
the h upward and spreading the palms of 


| the hands the diver can come in a curve to 


the surface, or by keeping the head 
down and kicking he can continue his 
descent. He wants a good supply of air in- 
side when he makes the dive; as he may have 
to stay down for a while. Diving is very 
useful and sometimes profitable, as I found

Just as 
I throw myself backward to go down I flip 
the cigar end for end with my tongue and 
upper lip and get the lighted end in my 
mouth, closing my lips water-tight around it. 
A little slippery-elm juice gargled before go- 
in prevents any accidental burning of 
the mouth. Going slowly down, back- 
I lie at full length on the 
bottom of the tank and blow smoke 
through the cut end of the cigar. 
Just as I reach the surface again another 
flip reverses the cigar, and there I am smok- 
ing The reversing is done so quickly 
that nobody notices iit. That is a mere fancy 
trick; but a useful bit of swimming practice 
and one that every swimmer should perfect 
himself in is handling in the water a person 
who cannot swim. To save a drowning per- 
son you must prevent him from taking hold 
of you. As you approach him go under wa- 
ter, and if he is faced toward you catch him 
by the 1 and twirl him around. Then 
come up behind him and grasp him by the 
collar or the hair at the back of the head and 
flop him upon his back. To tow him ashore 
swim upon your back, using your feet and 
right hand for propulsion, and drag him after 
you. If he does turn and try to grasp you 
hit him in the stomach with your knee an 
hit him hard. If necessary, punch his head 
and stun him. Do anything to break his hold 
if he bs you, use if you don’t both of 
ou will drown.

Witn the thermometer at 80° 
in the shade, windows are open, hedvy-stuff 
gowns are cast aside for the freshest of mus- 
lins, delicious sounds float to one’s ear, the 
cries of birds, snatches of song, distant, mu- 
sical darky-calls, cocks crowing—all the or- 
dipary noises beatified by the soft air. 

This 1s true everywhere, but most of all in 
Florida, where climate makes the man. 
We sit about here in Tallahassee 
on the wide galleries of the hotel 
a little listlesly. A glass of lemonade made 
with the delightful addition of a sour orange, 
here and there a half-opened book, or aslowly- 
moving fan accentuate the dolce far niente 
existence. The younger, more energetic of 
the party are off on a fox-hunt, and we hear 
the sound of horns in the distance. Fans and 
novels are forgotten. We iean over the bal- 


‘cony railings, our eyes riveted on the brow of 


the hill near by. Suddenly the cavalcade 
sweeps over it toward us. : 

A pretty sight! Twenty-four riders, nine- 
teen hounds moving in procession toward us 
to the glad music of horns and laughter. The 
master of the hounds leads the way 
with a beautiful girl by his side. We see 
with joy that the brush swings triumphantly 
from Lena’s ear. Now Lena is the pretty, 


proud, bay creature who carries this queen: 


of love, beauty, and the chase—Miss Jo- 
sephine Houghteling of Chicago. We all 
clap our hands with joy at this new honor 
heaped upon our lo friend. Miss Laura 
Houghte * among the riders also with 
her father, Mr. and Mrs. Carroli Livingston 
and Dr. Kenny of New York, Mrs. King of 
the army, and Edward Mason Jr. of Chicago. 
The rest are Southerners, who are as much 
at home on their horses as if they were born 
centaurs. A dozen voices take up the 
tale, in. which such thrilling expres- 
sions as “hard riding,” “cross coun- 
try ditches,” -‘ fences, “at last we 
saw the fox,“ are disti ishable—for we do 
not hunt anise-seed in Florida, be it under- 
stood, but live, shrewd, sharp-nosed foxes. 
Then the party rides off to take position un- 
der the great oaks for a photograph, and we 
return to our fans. A vision of you poor 
unfortunates, rubbing your noses and ears, 
and cowering over open registers rises to 
our pitying minds as we languidly sip our 
lemonade. 

But the fox hunt deserves more than this 
cursory mention—or the fox-hunts—for sport 
is one of the pleasures in life that bears repe- 
tation. The other day one of the little red 
victims was treed bythe dogs, and it was a 
sight not to be forgotten. It was in 
a grove of live-oak, and my knowledge of the 
country and desire for artistic accessories 
induced me to add a few glossy-leaved mag- 
nolia trees to the scene, to give local color. 
Light and shadow fell through the leaves on 
the bays, and roans, and sorrels, and on the 
pretty faces and brigandesque hats. You 
can feel it if you cannot see it. At the least, 
you can hear it, can’t you? Panting horses, 
baying hounds, laughing voices, the horn, an 
undertone of breeze in.the treetops, and 
overhead the plucky, wide-eyed red fox wait- 
ing for his death. 

hen there is no chase there is al- 
ways riding. The St. Augustine road for the 
afternoon, shady, quiet, leading out toward 
the mysterious smoke that floats upon a clear 
day from some undiscovered fire. This smoke 
hangs like a ghostly cloud over every ro- 
mantic mind that hears of it, and has such a 
thrilling suggestiveness in its unknown yet 
definit origin that the’ enterprising New 
York sent a party of explorers down 
here a few seasons ago. These discoverers 
were enthusiasts and ventured boldly into 
the swamps. They returned sadder, but by 
no me ingame Wiser, — — bees gee eer we by 
jungle, morass, tangle, an icket, nature’s 
pider-wets woven Wo thickly for them to 
pierce. 

They wrote it up, however, of course, and 
boldly announced that it was probably burning 
petroleum that produced the smoke. The 
italics are mine, not theirs. Whatever it is, 
this mysterious fire is a pleasant subject for 
speculation, and is the ordinary first topic in 
a first téte-a-téte in Tallahassee. Two people 
involuntarily realize the subtle effect of any 
talk about the mysteries of life, death, or 
nature. All that is real and tangible becomes 
nearer and dearer, and a lively sympathy 
3 up between the two, the one timid, 

e other protecting. 

This is a digression, but a natural one. The 
life is so dreamy—the town itself a 
dream—that we moralize instinctively and 
gently, with only the slightest possible flavor 
of cynicism in our viewsof life, like the taste 
of the sour orange in our lemonade. 

To come back to things absolutely practical. 
however, here is a recipe for the epicure; 
the real lemonade of Florida and of the 
future is made as follows: 

Cracked ice. 

Sirup of sugar. . 

One pint of Apollinaris. 

Two lemons. 

One-half sweet orange. 

One-half sour orange. 

To be drank always in the open air with 
the thermometer at 80° in the shade! 

Here I am back where I started, with the 
thermometer at 80% and this letter only 
just begun, for of course 1 must tell 
you about the celebrated local colored 
preacher and his last Sunday’s sermon: 
Bredren, I announce my tex', Who Is it?’ 
I nex’ divide my tex’ inter two parts—the 
subjeck an’ the predicate. ‘ Who’ isthe sub- 
jeck, an’ ‘is it’ is the predicate. Now, if I 
jis’ kep’ on a sayin’ my subjeck all evenin’, 
* Who, who, who, who?’ there’d be no sense in 
my remarks; an' ef I should jis’ a-keep on 
a-sayin’ my predicate all evenin,’ * Js it, is it, 
is it, is it?’ there’d be no sense in that re- 
mark; but ef I put the subjeck an’ the predi- 
cate together, an say ‘ Who is it?’ my meanin’ 
is pefeckly clare.” This same parson tells 
us gravely that Moses lived in the 
year 54 Anno Domini, and “used to 
dominize ober the children of Israel,“ 
but that we couldn’t “dominize ober 
de two Jews in Tallahassee.“ Also he an- 
nounced that there will be a meeting nex’ 
Tuesday evening, by the will of God and a 
meetin’ nex’ Monday evenin’ anyway.“ 

But there is better talk than this in Talla- 
hassee. There are grave old Judges, and 
Governors, and Colonels. and their charm- 
ing, stately wives and daughters, and a manly 
set of 1 * — left to uphold the family 
names and honor. And there are glories be- 
sides those of the past. Each morning fine 
old silver traysare handed in” by smiling 
negroes laden with japonicas, and violets, 


and roses from the family gardens, gifts to 


the various guests of the hotei—most 
frequently to the belles. The japon- 
icas are now in full bloom and 
anything more lovely than one of these burn- 
ing bushes it would be hard to find. There is 
one tree in particular, ene to Col. 
Gamble, standing close to his spitable 
doorway, that beggars description. The trees 
in the Arabian Nights“ or in the Garden of 
Eden alone might rival it. But flowers grow 
even by the wayside. The road is dotted 
with violets, and yesterday a robin red- 
breast, taking his solitary, stately walk 
among them, touched first my sense of the 


beautiful and then of the ridiculous. Robins 


and violets are surely synonyms for spring 
and loveliness, but this round, fat, puffy 
fellow, with his aldermanic chest, set 
on such slender legs, was very hu- 
man; and there was an air of im- 
rtance inthe creature—that as if after all 
e and the violets represented creation—that 
set me oy oy! in my pride, until I sudaeniy 
reflected t my horse and I were posing as 
worms of the dust to a Greater Mind, and 
my own musings might be looked upon as 
the last dregs of commonplace thought. 

To make a break for facts again! One of 
the events of the season here has been a

and there were claret, sherbét, pink frosting 
to the cakes, pink flowers and cheeks galore.

Ten congenial souls 
wandered off the other day, driving or rid- 
ing, and followed, like an army, with a wagon 
of provisions, thro the pines and past 
lantations, to B ord’s Pond. On tlie 
ills overlooking the lakes we camped and 
ate and drank, and were much merrier than 
the av pleasure-seeker of that sort can 
be. For there is nothing vulgar, understand, 
about a winter picnic. 
February, with the peach-trees in full bioom 
and the violets growing at your feet, does 
not su t either the Fourth of July or 
a Sunday-school excursion, as a summer 
day out of doors up North has a fatal tend- 
ency to do. There was no such element about 
‘us. We ate iced oranges from the big pail of 
iced water, and the more sensible man of us 
all gave us some spirited lines from “ Mar- 
mion ana the Last Minstrel“; the man of 
the world confessed that he had kept his il- 
lusions; the most phlegmatic person present 
passed the pickles in a lively manner; the 
girls looked their prettiest, and, sitting under 
ine trees with cushions and um 

ormed a series of delightful tableaux vivants. 
In short, everything was as it should haye 
been, and ten identities—bundles of impres- 
sions from New York, Chic aris, 
clubs, balls, the world—fell happily into the 
spirit of the place as naturally as if they were 
born to it. 

One of our Northern friends confessed that 
Tallahassee was so intimately connected in 
her mind with the geography lessons of her 
childhood and the list of State Capitals that 
she figured it as arustling little city, very 
red in brick, and smart with stone pavements 
and sho Imagine her surprise when she 
saw Tallahassee the real—in this case the 
ideal as well. Long straggling streets, run- 
ning ba hill and down dale, red earth, great 
live-oaks lining the way; here and there 
open commons, everywhere views and 
high horizon lines; a § glimpse of 
Prince Murat’s roof to the west, of the smoke 
to the east; always, wherever 5 look, some- 
thing of beauty and interest. The old houses 
have a decayed dignity, most of them, though 
one or two still stand in all their giory. Near 
the hotel there isa colonial sort of structure, 
with massive white pillars and carefully- 
kept date walks. It recalls the old Talia- 
hassee days, for it was here that one of the 
scions of an ancient race brought his bride, 
and the wedding feastis still a tradition in 
this generation. I cannot tell you how many 
four-in- hand coaches there were, nor how 
many guests, but they were entertained, 
horses, servants, and all, and the host had it 
in his power to give a mount to every one. 
This reminds one of the tournaments that 
used to be heldin a valley north of here, 
where the hillsides would be black with spec- 
tators. there is a great air of romance about 
the place. It has as much local feeling as 
Sleepy Hollow, and is a sort of Southern 
fourth cousin to that dear spot. One 
does not wonder that a writer feels it, 
and can easily believe the report that 
Maurice Thompson wrote A Tallahassee 
Girl” after only two weeks of life here. A 
most charming story it is, absolutely charged 
with the atmosphere of the place, the spirit 
of the people, the pride, the stateliness, the 
decay, the beauty, the grace, the clannish- 
ness, and, alas! the tremendous pathos. 

H. Bernard Carpenter might easily have 
invented Dorian’s shield here for his Libre 
Amoris also. 

A small shield, 

Heart-shaped and all of azure. 

Close to the shield’s gold rim this legend rare: 

Amor omnia vincit. 

For it is the place for love. So much out- 
of-door life, so much delightful inertia in the 
air, so many mellow moonlight nights. So 
much time for the pleasant formalities of 
friendship and the affections. It is a place 
for parents and children above all things. 

The most noticeable feature of Tallahassee 
is the ruin of what once were great old places 
—houses set in groves of live oak and mag- 
nolias, falling in only bits left of the 
hedges and aven 4 ä 

You see the same thing in the faces of the 
people—a far-away look on the old faces, and 
on the young, now and again, that restless 
a that always suggests Christopher 
Columbus and the longing for new worlds 
tomy mind. But they have eaten of the 
lotos. They do not often break away, after 
all. 2 ag put spurs to their horses instead, 
and ride hard out into the pine-land; they 
set their teeth firmly, and, fortunately or un- 
fortunately, for the merciful hand of Fate 
is not always kind, they end by falling in 
love with some Southern girl, with 
voice like their own and ways like 
their own. Then comes a moonlight 
night, another and another. Consecutive 
moon ight nights are absoluteiy fatal, on me 
dit, and the town is filled with talk of the 
new engagement, then the marriage, and 
Columbus stifles his soul for the sake of an- 
other noble heart and bides at home. 

Partly that and partly again the lotos. Al- 
ways and forever that deadly, fascinating 
inertia settling down, upon them. 

A quiet little walk to take at the close of 
the day is down to the cemetery where 
Prince Murat and his wife lie buried.

He has a most 
ornate tomb, and fine marbles.and cathedral 
— surround him, but no balmier air 

lows over his resting-place than these sweet 
Florida breezes that stir gently the alien 
grass above his son’s humble grave. 

There is always something sad in the grave 
of a stranger in a strange land, a longing for 
home that reminds me as I turn away and 
climb the hill toward the town that the cele- 
brated Suanee River is very near Talla- 
hassee, a 22 ue stream with its rocky 
banks and clear, deep-set water. I find my- 
self humming the homely, homesick words. 
They are incongruous as applied to Murat 
and I try to find the softer diaiect of South- 
ern Europe, but hit on Goethe’s strong Ger- 
man and do not seek further.

AN HISTORICAL MODEL. 


A Steam Engine Built in 1809 Still in Per- 
fect Running Order. ’ 
Retained in perfect running order in the 
United States Steamboat Inspeggor’s office in 
this city is an oscillating enginé constructed 
in 1809 by Daniel French. It is only of model 
size and is probably the first engine of the 
kind ever constructed. Its description is 
simple. Having its piston-rod attached direct- 
ly to the crank-pin, as the crank revolves the 
cylinder oscillates upon trunnions, one on 
each side of it, through which the steam en- 
ters and leaves the steam-chest. The valves 
are within the steam-chest, oscillating with 
the cylinder. It is perhaps as satisfactory an 
engine of this class as has ever been built, 
for itis well known that the mechanism act- 
uating the valves in oscillating steam engines 
has seldom proved perfectly satisfactory in its 
operation. 
The inventor, whose son carried on a ship- 
ard for years at Jeffersonville and was well 
news to many of the older citizens of the 
city, was contemporaneous with Robert Ful- 
ton, who built a steamboat on the Seine in 
1803 with Chancellor Livingston, and who, in 
1806, with Livingston, had a boat built on the 
Hudson in which he placed machinery claimed 
to * been made by Boulton & Watt in En- 
land. 
5 Daniel French had litigation with Fulton 
about this — See that the lat- 
ter had appropriated his invention, but Ful- 
ton was backed by Livingstor’s influence and 
capital, and, though the case was before the 
courts for many years in one form or another, 
French was fin defeated. Although the 
oscillating engine on exhibition in the Steam- 
boat Inspector’s office was not built till 1809, 
it was by no means the first attempt French 
had ah A to invent an engine applicable for 
steam navigation. He had been known as 
an inventor for a.quarter of a century before, 
and his numerous inventions of different 
kinds had given him an extensive and es- 
teemed reputation. Those who knew him 
were wont to say that he was half a century 
ahead of the time in which he lived. 
It is not improbable that Fulton was famil- 
iar with French’s experiments with steam. 
It is an historical fact that in connection with 
his profession as an engineer he had passed 
years in the scientific experiments the result 
of which forever identified his name with 
steamboat navigation. It is not to be doubt- 
ed, therefore, that he was acquainted with 
the efforts of every experimenter of the power 
of steam in this direction, from the time 
that Blanco de Garay is supposed to have 
actually applied steam to the propulsion of 
a ship at Barcelona, in the —— 1543, up to 
the time when, in 1763, William Henry of 
Chester County, Pennsylvania, tried his 
model steambeat on the Conestoga River. 
Fulton witnessed that experiment, and it is a 
matter of record that he was familiar with 
the work of the numerous contemporary in- 
ventors in America, and had visited England, 
where he found others at work on the same 
problem. But with this invention, as with 
all others, though the claimants may be nu- 
— te credit attaches to the one most 
successful 12 — it before the public.—

The honor of priority for having first held 
Protestant religious services in Chicago is a 
much-mooted question among the Baptist, 
Presbyterian, and Methodist denominations, 
and one which has not as yet been definitly 
settled to the satisfaction of those 
who have participated in the controversy. 
The followers of John Wesley’s principles, 
during the early history of church organiza- 
tion in Illinois, were of necessity called upon 
to undergo many hardships and suffer many 
privations in carrying out the good cause 
when on their long journeyings around the 
circuits, which were then made solely on 
horseback, and each individual district in- 
volved atrip.of many miles. The first. ap- 
pointment within the limits of the present 
Rock River Conference was made in 1825, 
and Jesse Walker, who was allied with 
the Illinois District” as a missionary 
to the Pottawatomie Indians, is said 
to have been the first man to hold 
Protestant religious services in Chicago dur- 
ing that year. Isaac Scarritt succeeded 

alker as missionary among these Indians, 
and it is known he preached, in the summer 
of 1829, what is by some others thought to be 
the first Methodist sermon delivered here. 
The earliest Methodist appointments for this 
district lay between the lake and Fox River 
and between the Mississippi and Rock Riv- 
ers, and Mr. Scarritt after his appointment 
immediately made his way to this point, and 
was the guest of John Miller, who kept a log 
tavern, where religious services were held b 
Mr. Scarritt, many of tne soldiers and citi- 
zens being present. In 1830 the name Fox 
River Mission was e to. Chicago Mis- 
sion, and the circuit laid out to embrace 
all the settiements from Chi to 
Ottawa. It came within the duties of 
Jesse Walker to make periodical visits 
to Chicago as he traveled over this circuit 
hunting up the scattered sheep to gather 
in the fold. and, although he no regular 
appointment here, was quite well known 
among those who had their homes here as 
early as 1831. These services were held in 
Watkins’ log school-house, just west of 
where the North Fork of the river branches 
off. Col. R. J. Hamilton was then a resident 
of Chicago, and of Methodist proclivities, 
while Mrs. Hamilton (who died last week at 
Milwaukee) was also greatly interested in 
the cause, and their home was the resort for 
those who advocated that faith. Mark Noble, 
who was also here and lived further up on 
the North Branch, was an English Meth- 
odist, and always ready to assist in 
furthering ‘the interests of that cause. 
Besides e Rev. Jesse Walker, William 
See and Stephen R. were periodical 
visitors to this place, holding occasional serv- 
ices of the Methodist doctrine. Mr. Beggs, 
who began work in 1822 as an itinerant 

reacher, and rode the circuit in 1825 in the 
inois Conference, was sent to Chicago in 
June, 18381, coming with Jesse Walker, and 
organized the first class-meeting in Chicago. 
In a letter to a Chicago friend, written about 
seven years ago from Plainfield, III., Mr. 
Boggs said that on arriving here he stop

The first night of Othello“ Verdi entered 
the theatre a few minutes after 8 o'clock. 
His face was serious, but in nowise anxious. 


He wore a black frock-coat buttoned closely 
to the neck. A few minutes before the 
curtain rose he stationed himself in the 


wings near the stage-manager. As soon as 
he came to the stage he was approached by 
friends, but he remained taciturn and un- 


communicative. Those nearest to him were 


the editor Giulio Ricordi and the impresa- 
rio Cesare Corti. In the first scene, as al- 
ready state, a storm is represented by a page 
of graphically descriptive music. The noise 
of the hailstones.is produced, accompanying 
the music, by a sheet of zinc suspended, 
which is tated toform the sound. Corti 
and Ricordi were holding their improvised 
storm-cloud, but toward the end of the scene 
they forgot it for a moment, and Verdi 
grasped it and manipulated it himself, in or- 
der that no effect might be lost.

ING AND AFTER THE CAMPAIGN. 


The Ex-President’s Submission to the Will 
of the Party to Which He Belonged— 
His Visit to Garfield at Mentor—His At- 
titude Toward Robert Lincoln—Suggest- 
ed Appointménts Resulting in a Com- 
plication Solved Only by Garfield's 
Death. 

(Copyright, 1867. 

Until June, 1 there had been nothing at 
all remarkable in the relations of Grant with 
the man who overstepped him at Chicago. 
The most prominent of the Western Gener- 
als was not likely to see much of the chief- 
of-staff of a distant commander, and in 1863, 
when Garfield was promoted to the rank of 
Major-General, he haa served only a few 
months under Grant. In the second year of 
the War he was elected to Congress, and 
after the battle of Chickamauga resigned his 
nitlitary commission and applied himself to 
civil duties, in which he was destined to rise 
to greater eminence. He was in Congress 
during the entire period of Grant’s Adminis- 
trations, and was always a loyal political 
supporter of the head of his party; but there 
was no approach to intimacy between them. 

After the nominations at Chicago Grant 
remained for a while entirely undemonstra- 
tive. He sent no congratulations to his unex- 
pected victor and gave no intimation of the 
course he intended to pursue. The result ot 
the convention was entirely unanticipated by 
him and his disappointment was certainly 
keen. In July he went off to Colorado, where 
he remained for a month or more, and his 
silence was so prolonged that many believed 
he intended to support Hancock; but of this 
there was never a asibllity. 

At last in September he made known his 
acceptance of the decision of his party. Up 
to that time the prospects of Garfield had not 
been brilliant. He was comparatively un- 
known to the country and lacked the peculiar 


elements of popularity in illustrious service 
and national reputation which Grant and 


Blaine and Sherman, his three competitors 


before the convention, all enjoyed. His 
friends soon found that there was no need to 
enlist. the aid of the great soldier of the 
country; for the adherents of Grant 
were chagrined at their defeat, and 
many still held aloof; while the follow- 
ers of Mr. Blaine, who had thrown their 
votes for Garfield rather than consent to the 
nomination of Grant, were not sufficient to 
secure the election of the unlooked-for 
candidate. Representations were accordingly 
for his sup- 

rt; and he himself felt that, having allowed 
his name to be presented to the convention, 
it was in faith incumbent on him to 
acquiesce in its decision. Besides this he 
was thoroughly convinced that the interests 


of the country required the election of a Re- 


publican President. It was at a soldiers’ 
meeting in Indiana that he first made public 
his intention to support his former sub- 
ordinate. ‘This utterance was followed by a 
demonstration from Conkling, not only 
Grant’s most prominent champion at Chicago, 
but himself only four years before an 
aspirant for the Presidency. When these 
two had spoken it was plain that the entire 
Republican party would be united under Gar- 
field as chief and standard-bearer. 
But Grant was not content with a simple ex- 
pression of opinion. At Gartield’s urgent re- 
nest he consented to pay him a visit; at 
entor, the home of the candidate, he was 
met by Mr. Conkling, and the two were en- 
tertained by the man who had outstripped 
them both. After this Grant took a most un 
usual course. He attended numerous polit- 
ical meetings, at nearly every one of which 
he made a short address. setting forth his 
reasons for desiring Republican success. No 
ex-President had taken such astep before, 
and it was still more remarkable in Grant, 
who had not been a partisan before be- 
coming Presiden and had never 
shown an aptitude for political or 
hardly for public speaking of any sort. But, 
having made up his mind that patriotism and 
party loyalty required him to do what he 
could for the election of Garfield, he stoppea 
short of no effort within his power. 
away his personal mortification and disap- 
pointment, became a follower instead of 
chief, and went about deliberately and con- 
tinuously as a faithful member of that party 
he had himself so often led to victory. saw 
him constantly during all this period, and 
used to marvel at his magnanimity; but he 
never made any allusion to the especial sac- 
rifice his action must have cost him; that he 
felt it to the core I am sure. 

The influence of his presence and his popu- 
larity contributed greatly to the success of 
the campaign. Garfield was elected by a 
small majority, and itis not claiming much 
for Grant to suy that he controlled votes 
enough to make up this majority. 
present with him at public meetings in New 
York, New England, and New Jersey, and 
saw the enthusiasm he evoked. I stood by 
him during the great procession of the Boys 
in Biue in New York a few nights before the 
election. The pageant las from nearly 
midnight till 4 in the morning, but 
he remained upon the platform until 
the last man had passed, Mr: Arthur, 
the candidate for the Vice-Presidency, by his 
side, reaping the benefit of Grant's popular- 
itv. Grant @éven became so much iuterested 
during the campaign that he made some re- 
marks about neock which not only the 
adherents of the Democratic candidate, but 
Hancock himself, resented keenly. There 
had been a coolness between them ever since 
the days of the Andrew Johnson imbroglio, 
ancock, against Grant’s urgent ad- 
vice, accepted the place of Sheridan at New 
Orleans. This feeling was increased by the 
tone of Grant’s utterances now. 

Apart from this, however, there was no 
bitterness aroused, even among Democrats, 
on account of Grant’s course. I was present 
on half a score of occasions when he was 
traveling oy train, and the car that carried 
him chanced to stop near the point where a 
Democratic meeting was in progress. Again 
and again it happened that the meeting ad- 
journed temporarily, while its members 
marched in a body to the station to salute 
Gen. Grant. They cheered him, their bands 

layed **‘ Yankee Doodle“ and Hail to the 

thief’ for him, many shook him by the hand, 
and then they returned to their meeting in 
favor of Hancock. That the friend of a rival 
candidate and the representative of a rival 
party could draw crowds of his opponents to 
greet him in the midst of an excited canvass 


was a singular proof of his hold on the affec- 


tions of his countrymen. It showed that they 


separated the soidier and the patriot from 


the politician, and admired and approved the 
one even while they contested the other. 

After the election and until the inaugura- 
tion of Garfield Grant was in no way in the 
counsels of the incoming Administration. 
He took, however, a livety interest in the for- 
mation of the new Cabinet. but was not in- 
vited to offer his views. When Robert Lin- 
coln’s name was mentioned for Secretary of 
War it was reported that Grant objected to 
the appointment. I knew to the contrary 
and asked permission of Grant to say this to 
Lincoln. He was more than willing to as- 
sent, and I wrote to Mr. Lincoln that so far 
from objecting Gen. Grant would be very 
giad to sce him Secretary of War: and added 
that he was at liberty to use the information. 
Lincoln replied, expressing his thanks and 
his appreciation of Grant’s good wishes, but 
I never knew whether he found the indorse- 
ment valuable. 

When it was first announced that Blaine 
was to be made Secretary of State Grant 
would not believe the appointment possible, 
and after it became certain that the man he 
regarded as his most prominent enemy was 
to chief of Garfield’s Cabinet his mortifi- 
cation was extreme. At first he declared 
that he should withhold all support from the 
Administration if Blaine became a member 
of it; but he soon thought better of this and 
went to Washington a iew days after the 4th 
of March. He visited the President and was 
invited to breakfast. On his return I spent 
several hours with him, and he told me that 
Garfield had assured him of his gratitude 
and of his desire to regard Grapt’s wishes 
as far as possible in his policy aid appoint- 
ments. 

The 2dof March I went to Washington, 
having passed the previous evening with 
Grant; 1 carried a letter from him to the 
President requesting that I might be retained 
at:London, where I was still Consul-General. 
I went, however, first to the Senate Chamber 
to visit Senator Conkling, who informed me 
that my name had been sent to the Senate 
that re morning as Minister to Copen- 
hagen. The change in the Custom-House at 
New York had been made which brought 
about the famous political contest between 


Garfield and Blaine on one side, and Grant, |

Of course the President had the right to 
make what changes he pleased in the public 
service, but Grant thought that after what 
he had done to secure Garfield’s election he 
should have been consulted in the disposition 
made of his persona! friends, and he felt that 
the changes were intended to be offensive to 
him. But although greatly amazed he at 
first withheld any public expression of 
opinion. Hetelegraphed to me the 2th of 
March in these words: “See the President 
at once with my letter. Ask him to with- 
draw your nomination, and if he Cannot 
leave you in London ask him to Eve you 
either Italy or Naval Office in this city. Show 
him this dispatch as my indorsement of you 
for either place.” At the Executive 
Mansion I met Merritt, who had come on 
from New York to save himself from taking 
my place, and as we walked up the stairs—to 
the American salle des pas perdus—we 
laughed at each other, and each declared he 
did not wish forachange. The President 
and I were old acquaintanves. He had been 

guest more than once in Washington. He 
told me he had supposed I would like the new 
arrangement, which was a nominal promo- 
tion so far as I was concerned; I was to have 
a 8 and easy diplomatic post instead 
of a busy consular one; higher in rank and 
with leisure sufficient to enable me to pros- 
ecute my literary pursuits. He disclaimed 
any intention of disapproving me or of dis- 
pleasing Gen. Grant; but he gave me ho 
reason fo suppose he would change his plans. 

When I reported the result of my interview 
to Gen. Grant he telegraphed me again: “I 
advise you to decline Copenhagen and stick 
to London, unless you can get Naval Office or 
Italy, or some aga good place. Advise 
with Conkling and Piatt. It would be better 
to come here without Government ap- 

intment than to take Copenhagen.“ 

y relatives and personal friends gave me 
different advice, and thought I would do 
better to accept the mission to Denmark; 
but I considered myself bound to defer to 
Gen. Grant, and finally reauested the Presi- 
dent to withdraw my nomination as Chargé 


to Copenhagen. This he did, but offered 


the no other appointment, and he did not 
recall that of rritt, so that if Merritt 
should confirmed I would be out of 
office altogether. I remained a few weeks 
in Washington, consulting not only with 
Senators Conkling and Logan, but constantly 
with Vice-President Arthur, and once re- 
turning to New York to take the advice of 
Gen. Grant. I saw the President several 
times, and he sent his secretary to me more 
than once to urge me to accept the appoint- 
ment to Copenhagen, as that would relieve 
him from the appearance of disregarding 
Gen. Grant’s personal wish; but I could not 
wag cy ee injunction of my own chief. 

Gen. UGrant's urgency in the matter was by 
no means solely on my account, although he 
admitted in letters that were published at the 
time his interest for me and for his brother- 
in-law, but the instinct of fight was arou 
in the soldier. He thought, besides, that he 
had deserved different treatment at Gartield’s 
hands, and he felt the nomination of Robert- 
son more keenly than the removal of Cramer, 
or Fish, or me. 

It is needless to repeat the story so recent 
and so well known. Gartield remained firm, 
but the nominations were all opposed in the 
Senate. I returned to my post in England to 
await the result, and Gen. Grant went to 
Mexico on business. From there he wfote to 
me: Iwill never again lend my aid to the 
support of a Presidential candidate who has 
not strength enough to appear before a con- 
vention as a candidate, but gets in simply by 
the adherents of prominent candidates pre- 
ferring any outsider to either of tne candi- 
dates before the convention save their own.“ 

In June, however, he sent me word that he 
thought, after all, I might as well accept the 
Copenhagen mission, and I replied that if I 
had his full sanction I should like to do so 
rather than leave the public service. Ac- 
cordingly the matter was arranged gg 
Gen. Horace Porter and Robert Lincoln, the 
Secretary of War. 
promise from the President that I should be 
appointed again to Copenhagen if I would 
apy myseif in advance to accept the post. 
But before this arrangemant could be car- 


. ried out Garfield was struck down by the as- 


sasin. | 

Gen. Grant hadin the meantime returned 
to the North and gone to his home at Long 
Branch. Both Conkling and Platt had re- 
signed their positions as Senators, and after 
along struggle at Albany their successors 
were elected. Grant’s indignation had been 
somewhat mollitied, and when Garfield visit- 
ed Long Branch the General called on him, 
and the President expressed great satisfac- 
tion at the courtesy. Nevertheless Gen. 
Grant had fully sympathized with the feeling 
of Mr. Conkling and Vice-President Arthur, 
and had come in for his share of unpopulari- 
ty with those who supported Garfield, as well 
as with that large portion of the community 
that always worships power. I remember 
that my publishers assured me that the sale 
of my “History of Grant’s Campaigns,” 
which appeared at this time, was greatly in- 
jured by the course that Gen. Grant took at 
this crisis. The people said they wanted no 
more of Grant.“ 

When Garfield was shot the public indigna- 
tion in some quarters was even turned to- 
ward his predecessor, and there were found 
those who were willing for a day or two to 
believe that Gen. Graut was not displeased at 
the awful fate of the President. Of course 
this unjust clamor was only momentary and 
never genuine, but it was strange to see any 
portion of the public directing such suspicions 
toward the man who not a year before had 
been the objectof attentions greater than any 
other American had received. It would be 
preposterous to offer to vindicate his fame 
from such aspersions now, but a letter that 
he wrete me on the subject will nevertheless 
be interesting. On the 27th of July he said: 

I am just this day in receipt of two letters 
from you of tne latter part of June. Why 
they have been so long coming I cannot con- 
ceive. A few days after’ your letters were 
written, as you know, the dastardiy attempt 
was made upon the President’s life. This of 
course has put a stop to all communications 
on the subject of foreign appointments—in 
fact, all Presidential appointments. I had 
told Porter before this trouble came that I 
thought probably you had better after all ac- 
cept the Copenhagen appointment for the 
present. Whether Porter had an opportu- 
nity to mention the rey we before the 
woundin of the President or not 1 
do not know. This attempt upon the 
life of Gen. Garfield produced a shock 
upon the public mind but little less than that 
produced by the assasination of Lincoln. 
The intensity of feeling has somewhat died 
out in consequense of the favorable report of 
the patient’s condition from day to day: but 
now more alarm is being felt for his safety. 
I myself have felt unti! within the last three 
or four days that there was scarcely # doubt 
about bis recovery. Now, however, I fear 
the chances are largely against it. But by 
the time this reaches you more certainty will 
be felt one way or the other. The crime is 
a disgrace to our country, and yet cannot be 

unished as it deserves. I have been very 

usy, though not accomplishing much, which 
must be my éxcuse for not writing sooner.” 

in September Garfield died and Grant had 
the strange fate of following the coffin of 
another of his great opponents. He had been 
at the funerals of Chase, Sumner, Motley, 
and Greeley, and now of Garfield. In every 
instan¢ge the disputes of earth were hushed 
in the awful presence of the au nist that 
overcomes each of us in turn; but in Gar- 
tield’s case the horror was greater still, for 
the pall of the dead President reminded his 
predecessor of that other and even greater 
martyrdom that had occurred in the same 
Capital, and of that funeral] in which he had 
followed another and greater President. 
The next obsequies at which the Nation 
mourned were destined to be his own.

May Do. 

The manner in which our shop-girls and 
clerks. dress is & matter for amazement with 
all foreigners who visit New York, writes a 
correspondent from that. city to the Provi- 
dence Jowrual. To the European mind there 
is something revolutionary and almost cha- 
otic in the spectacle of workfolks “ dressed 
like gentlemen and ladies,” as they put it. It 
certainly is a remarkable feature of life in 


the metropolis. Er be

The Illinois Central began what is now its 
suburban service June 1, 1856, Paul Cornell, 
the founder of Hyde Park, was chiefly in- 
strumental in securing this service. It be- 
gan with three trains daily each way, and 
the first suburban train to run to Hyde Park 
was the object of a good dealof interest. 
There were on the train nearly all the of- 
ficials of the road, including J. C. Clarke, 
now President but then a Division Superin- 
tendent, Mayor Dyer, Paul Cornell, and 
about a dozen city officials and other nota- 
bles. The only intermediate stations then 
were Sixteenth and Twenty-second streets, 
Fairview (now Douglas), and Cleaver- 
ville (now Oakland). Kenwood Station 
was afterwards. established by Gen. 
George B. McClellan, then Vice-President 
of the road, and the name was 
that given by Dr. J. A. Kennicott to his ele- 
gant home, after his ancestral home in En- 
land. By the way, the conductor of that 
t suburban train was H. L. Robinson, aft- 
erwards distinguished in the War asa Colonel 
and Quartermaster in the Army of the Poto- 
mac. And this is a reminder that the earlier 
Illinois Central officials had quite a repre- 
sentation amongst the distinguished in the 
War. Maj.-Gen. McCielian had been Vice- 
President; Maj.-Gen. A. E. Burnside had been 
cashier of the land department, and when he 
went into the arniy was Treasurer of the 
8 Brig.-Gen. Mason Brayman was 
one of the-solicitors of the company: the gal- 
lant Gen. T. E. G. Ransom was in the land 
department, and half a dozen Colonels and 
lesser officers were recruited from the com- 
pany’s ranks. But while other roads coined 
mouey by the transportation of troops and 
war supplies the inois Central caughta 
chilling frost in two ways. Not only di 
closing of all trade with the South ruin its 
through business; entailing the loss of thou- 
sands upon thousands of income, but accord- 
ing to the terms of the aet by which it got its 
land-grant it was * to curry all 
United States troops and munitions of war 
free. Realizing the injustice of this, the 
State did all it co to help out the 
company by establishing a “swearing-in” 
depot at Cairo, by which means the company 
got pay for transporting some of the Illinois 
soldiers atleast. But the amount received 
was small. The great bulk of the soldier 
traffic during the four years of war the com- 
pany never got a cent for. But it did reap a 
great harvest from its land department, 
though the usufruct of that was sadly in- 
terrupted during the War, for nobody then 
thought much of buying lands. Mr. C. C. P. 
Holden, who for many years was connected 
with the land department, declares, what 
is quite well known, that the land-grant was 
the real basis of credit upon which the road 
was built.

PATRIOTISM WHICH PAYS. 


MME. ADAM AND PAUL DEROULEDE 
MAKING A GOOD THING OUT OF IT. 


Stirring Up a War Fever with Tangible 
Resultse—A Great French Editor Hon- 
ored by the Academy—Cattle on Ex- 
hibition—Favorable Breeds of Fat 
and Dairy Stock in France—Death of 
the Last Member of the Royal. House 
of Poland. 


Paris, Feb. 17.—[Special Correspondence. } 
At there is no war this vear between France 
and Germany it will not be because the 
Patriotic League has not tried its best to 
make one. This organization really seems to 
be led by mad people. Its organizers and 
chief leaders are Mme. Adam and M. Paul 
Deroulede. The former I need not here de- 
scribe. Everyone knows of her and her 
“ Nouvelle Reyue,” and her political salon. 
She is probably the vainest woman in the 
world; and the most reckless in her state- 
ments. It is still remembered that she, in 
print, explicitly charged Prince Bismarck 
with having compassed the murder, by 
poisoning, of the Russian dare-devil, Gen, 
Skobeleff, and the last great French General, 
Chanzy. How wildastatement this was is 
evident from the testimony of the doctors, 
who certainly were not in league with the 
German Chancellor. They declared that 
Chanzy died of Bright’s disease of the kid- 
neys; and that Skobeleff died of concussion 
of the brain, caused, I may add, by being hit 
on the head in a drunken orgie in a disorder- 
ly house. Yet Mme. Adam’s reckiess charges 
were circulated broadcast, and doubtless 
were widely believed, and have done much to 
inflame the French mind against Germany. 

M. Paul Deroulede is the head of the Pa- 
triotic League, which is now devoting its en- 
ergies to the creation of a rebellion in Alsace- 
Lorraine. His theatrical tou? of Europe, un- 
der the auspices of Mme. Adam and M. Kat- 
koff, the Russian journalist and politician, is 
still fresh in mind. He is a crack-brained 
fellow. In person he is tall and dark, with a 
decidedly Jewish cast of features. and car- 
ries himself with an air of inimitable vanity. 
ve him his disposition. She is 
a sister of Augier, the dramatist, and loves 
to consider herSelf a sort of modern Cornelia. 
She used to parade herself at public meet- 
ings, with a huge tricolor sash, 
and with a helmet for a headdress and a 
sword inher hand. The Patriotic League 
now numbers about 250,000 members. It was 
founded in 1883, a few months after the death 
of Gambetta, and had for its object the res- 
toration of the Orleans Princes. But it soon 
lost sight of that and row exists solely for 
the purpose of inciting France to avenge her- 
self upon Germany. Among its members are 
many very eminent persons. Henri Martin, 
the venerable historian, wasone of the first 
to join it. Jules Favre was another. Masse- 
net, the operatic composer, was a charter 
member, and so, if I mistake not, was Charles 
Gounod, who is one of the bitterest foes of 
Germany. Fine arts had an illustrious rep- 
resentative in M. Goupil, the dealer in paint- 
ings and patron of artists; not to mention M. 
— — the Minister of Fine Arts. The 
Academy was also represented by M. Mézi- 
éres, who was a native of Metz and was much

j embittered to see that city become the prop- 


erty of the Kaiser. Anatole de la Forge was 
also a charter member. He was a represen- 
tative of Paris in the Chamber of Deputies 
and was one of this city’s most desperate de- 
fenders against the besieging Germans. 
Jules Claretie, manager of the ‘ThéAtre Fran- 
caise, and even Coppée, the Arcadian oe. 
ure ardent members. Nay, so is Sully Prud- 
homme, the poet; and so is Theodore dé Ban- 
ville, the writer of love-songs that would not 
bear translation into Englisn. The genial 
novelist, Alphonse Daudet, is also a Patriot; 
and to the list must be added one whom you 
know well, Mme. Henry Greville, the novel- 
ist who has lately been lecturing and reading 
in America. 

But do not for one moment imagine that the 
patriotism of M. Paul Deroulede goes unre- 
warded. Assuredly not. As the genera! di- 
rector of the league he has, of course, con- 
trol of its funds. Naturally enough, as he de- 
votes all his time to its work, a liberal salary 
is allotted to him. Nor is that all. He is a 
poet, this fire-eater. He has written man 
patriotic songs. Their sentiments are good, 
if their poetry is execrable. Well, he has 
compiled them into a volume. Behold it! 
The authorized song-book of the Patriotic 

e! There is every reason to accept as 
true the statement recently made that this 
book has a wider sale in France than — 
other book published. Indeed, the only wor 
which approaches it in ag cmp is La Fon- 
taine's Fables.“ Well, the profits on this 
must be very great, and doubtless add large- 
ly to the bank account of M. Paul Deroulede. 

or is this all. The Patriots are formed into 
a regular army, and are regularly drilled in 
the use ofarms. This is done at the expense 
of the Government, which even makes liberal 
appropriations for champagne dinners for the 
Patriots and their women friends on all 
these occasions. Of course, M. Paul Derou- 
lede has charge of these appropriations. and 
he must be an exceedingly g triotif he 
makes no commission thereon. or have I 
. told all. There is a weekly paper pub 
ished by the league, to which the eminent 
literary members contribute. Each member 
of the league is compelied to subscribe for it. 
Therefore it has a very large circulation and 
its profits must be great. 

I do not deny that there is a strong feeling 
among the French people against Germany. 
There is. But it never would dream of go- 
ing to war again did not these madmen and 
tricksters continually excite it, like flaunt- 
ing a red flag beforea bull. Especially is 
this true in Alsace-Lorraine. The people of 
that province are better off under German 
rule than they ever were under French rule. 
And years ago they would have become rec- 
onciled to the change, and as loyal subjects 
of the Kaiser as the Berliners themselves, 
had these Chauvinists let them alone. But 
Mme. Adam and M. Paul Deroulede would 
not let them be. They have ever been stir- 
ring them up, inciting them to rebel, telling 
them lies against Bismarck, and pocketing 
their money. Naturally, the German Gov- 
ernment looks upon the Alsace-Lorraine peo- 
ple with suspicion and distrust, and makes 
more stringent laws for them. I do not be- 
heve there will be a war this year. Perhaps 
not for many years to come. 

The recent elevation of M. Edouard Hervé 
to a seat in the Academy was an event 
worthy of more than mere mention. He is 
the first pop ar newspaper man ever thus 
honored, and, indeed, the second journalist of 
any kind ever admitted because of his 
achievements as a journalist. The event de- 
mands consideration, therefore, as an indi- 
cation of the growing importance of journal- 
ists, as well as the liberalization of the Acad- 
emy. The only other journalist in the Acad- 
emy is M. John Lemoinne. But he is hardly 
to be called a newspaper man. He merely 
writes one essay a week now. He has al- 
ways been connected with a paper which 
costs a high price, and which therefore has 
a small circulation, solely among politicians 
and literary men. But M. Hervé was the 
founder and is today the chief eaitor of Le 
That is a paper which costs only a 
cent, and is therefore a popular and widely- 
read sheet among the common people. You 
do not meet with it in aristocratic salons. But 
the workman carries it in his pocket and 
reads it while he eats his luncheon. This 
— however, is one of high merit, and 

. Hervé is probably in ability and character 
the peer of any journalist in France. He is 
also personally very highly esteemed. There- 
fore ail newspaper-men are rejoicing in his 
elevation, as an honor justly merited by him 
and also as a well-deserved recognition of 
the profession to which he belongs. 

M. Hervé is a devoted follower of the Or- 
leans Princes. He is on principle an advo- 
cate of a monarchy. He believes it to be a 
better form of government for France than 
the Republic. Possibly this fact had some- 
thing to do with his election. The Duc 
d’Aumale has many friends in the Academy. 
M. Hervé is 52 years old, and was noted for 
his brilliant scholarship at the Ecole Nor- 
male. He did his earliest work for La Revue 
Contemporaire, writing for it able articles on 
fore litics. He then became a colleague 
of vost-Paradol on the Courrier du 
Dimanche. There his writings gave offeuce to 
the Emperor Napoleon III. For a time, in- 
deed, he had to stop writing for the French 
press, and ins wrote for La Revue de Gen- 
eve. His articles in that paper attracted wide 
notice and greatly increased its circulation in 
France. Later he joined forces with his old 
friend. M. Weiss, and started the Journal de 
Paris. In that paper he displayed great abil- 
ity and won many expressions of esteem from 
the Emperor, although he was not friendly to 
him. e remained in Paris during the sie 
and the Commune, and was condemned to 
shot by the Communist leaders. His office

To Chi the great cattle mart of the 
New World, I judge that some mention of the 
Paris cattle-show will be of interest. This 
is only one department of the agricult- 
ural exhibition, which is held every year just 
before Lent. During the Empire they used 
to hold it in Poissy and La Villette, but now 
it is held at the Palace of Industry, and com- 
prises not cattle alone, but every department 
of agricultural industry. Year by year it has 
assumed greater proportions, and the present 
eed is the finest and most interesting of 


Beginning with the breeding-stock, I notice 
that the display consists of 288 bulls, 108 
rams, and twenty-five boars, among which 
every important breed isrepresented. Among 
these bulls the English Short-Horns were 
most conspicuous, there being more than 
seventy of them. Many of these were from 
the herd of the late Comte de Falloux, who 
probably did more for the interests of live- 
stock in France than any other man of the 
age. The Comte’s memoirs, by the way, are 
about to be published, and are awaited with 
great interest. There were also some fifty of 
the old Norman stock, which is still the fa- 
vorit in the north of France. In sheep, the 
English Southdowns and Leicesters out- 
ranked all others. Indeed, there were scarce 
any others worthy of mention. The Englis 


‘Yorkshire pigs, too, were the best in that de- 


partment. I am told that about nine-tenths 
— all blooded-stock pigs in France are of that 


The show of fat stock is ander good. 
There are more than 350 entries. Herethe 
native breeds show to best advantage. A 
white steer of the Charolais breed takes the 
first prize. He is not the heaviest of all, but 
he is the handsomest and finest. He is 4 
years old and weighs 2,118 pounds. A dun- 
colored Limousin is the best fat cow. She is 
as handsome an animal as ever I saw, in 
spite of her gilded horns. Thereisa wretched 
custom here of gilding the horns of all the 
prize cattle. She is 4 years old and weighs 
1,624 pounds. There is a splendid group of 
four Short-Horns from the herd of Baron Des- 
graviers. They are all of an age within a 
month, alike in color, and all within fifty 

unds of the same werent, Se average be- 

ng exactly 1,785 pounds. The Charolais, Li- 

mousin, Nivernais, and Flamande are the 
best native strains of fat cattle, and, of 
course, the Short-Horns lead the foreign 
breeds. 

Among the 200 milch-cows there is, how- 
éver, not one Short-Horn, only two Ayreshires, 
and four Jerseys, or Alderneys. The best 
animals in this class, the most numerous, at 
any rate, are the little Bretons. These are 
smaller than Alderneys, and rather scrubby 
and unprepossessing in appearance. Their 
best yield of milk iseight or ten quarts a day. 
But — are very hardy and require very 
little food. It is a curious plan, the way in 
which these cattle are judged. How? Solely 
by their appearance, form, color, sleeknes 
ete. Not the shghtest account is taken o 
either the quantity or quality of the milk and 
butter they produce. Yet one would think 
the latter the most important consideration 
in dairy cattle. Accordingly, the display of 
butter is poor. There is a fine showing of 
cheeses, however, of all kinds, save the 
Roquefort, which is no longer made in France 
of any degree of excellence. 

We have just heard of the death of the 
Countess Mathilde Poniatowski. She died 
some weeks ago at Geneva, where she had 
lived for many years as an exile. She wasa 
daughter of that gallant Prince Joseph Ponia- 
towski, the General who fell at Leipsic, 
where he was bravely covering the retreat 
of Napoleon’s army. She was also er re- 
lated to Stanislaus Augustus, the last King 
of Poland. She was 92 years old. and had no 
surviving relatives, so that with her death 
the illustrious royal line of Poland has be- 
come extinct. The Countess was never noted 
for her beauty, but was one of the most 
oe and accomplished women in Europe. 

er husband, long since dead, was-Count 
Szymanowski, who was a leader in the Polish 
uprising of 1831. Since the yor of 
that last effort for freedom the Countess 
lived in retirement at Geneva. Her remains, 
however, have been interred in Poland, 
among those of the Kings and heroes of her 
line in the cathedrai at Cracow. That the 
Czar should have permitted this is a cause of 
some wonderment. The .reason is this, how- 
ever: He is most anxious to conciliate the 
Russian Poles, in order to insure their loyalt 
in the not impossible event of a war wit 
Germany. When the Countess died the news 
was spread from man to man all through Po- 
land. Everywhere badges of mourning were 
worn, though in secret, for fear of the 
knout. Then the question was whispered: 
Where is her tomb tobe? It must be at 
Cracow, with the rest of the family.“ The 
Czar heard of this. At first he was angry 
and declared that the carrion must rot 
where it fattened,“ to use his own words. 
But his officers in Poland remonstrated. If 
he refused the Poles this favor, they de- 
clared, it would alienate them as never be- 
fore, and would make the Russian frontier 
run through a country more hostile than 
Germany itself. But if he granted it, the 
Poles, who are a sentimental race, would be- 
come gratefully attached to him. There 
were several stormy scenes over it, but final- 
ly the Czar gave way. Let them have the 
corpse, then,“ he said, as she is dead it 
won’t much matter where she is.”’

Mrs. Roxalana Druse. 

Pronounced dead by whom 

By four physicians. : 

Did you ever see a hanging? 

{hope not. I have seen dozens of them. 
Hangings in Jersey, hangings in the court- 
yard of the Tombs, hangings in the Wilder- 
ness with armies camped about us; hangings 
in the corridor of a dark and gloomy jail, 
with horrified prisoners locked behind grat- 
ed, barred doors, yelling and screaming with 
fright, while idiotic members of the Salva- 
tion Army shouted “Glory to God! a new 
soul born.“ I have seen men hang scream- 
ing, yelling, cringing with abject physical 
fear; others standing self-poised, facing the 
eternal verities with unflinching eye, and 
women too, Yes, women bold and auda- 
cious, with brazen front, and women who 
yielded to the assumed weakness of their 
sex, crying, beseeching, begging, imploring, 
choked in the very utterance of their de- 
sire. 

Do I believe in capital punishment? 

That depends. 

The law, as written, says “a life for a life,“ 
based upon the scriptural decree, which 
whether it be on all fours with common sense 
or not, is at all events, ona substantial foot- 
ing with the equities and the procedures of 
Nature for time immemorial. | 

want my servant. 

How do I get him? 

Do I yell, and scream, and shout for 
George! Do 1 clang the brazing tongue of 
clamor! Dol strike the triangle, or make 
the surrounding wails ho with the 
brassy noises of my gong? 

O, no. You know better than that. I sim- 
ply press my finger against an ivory button 
in the wall, which, by the deft appliance of 
electric current, conveys to the waiting vas- 
sal in his room beneath the information that 
his master wants him. 

And then! 

He comes. 

What do we do when we hang a man? 

We choke the very life out of him. 

Is that all? 

No, by no manner of meansis it all. We 
lower our standard of manheod; we do in 

ublic what in private we deplore. We utii- 
ize nothing of the improvements suggested 
o we employ the ad- 
vancements made known to us by art. We 
adhere to the old-time method. We put a 
rope about his neck and choke him until he 
is dead. Over his face we draw the black 
cap. About his neck we place the knotted 
noose, and with infelicitous finger, nervous, 
ure we put 
the knot either too far in front or too far be- 
hind his ear, and we yank him up to death, 
or, pulling the bolt, we drop him to a thud,”’ 
reckless of his suffering, as gross, as ignor- 
ant, as brutal as the men who lived 500 years 
ago, when electricity was unknown, ‘before 


even the guillotine was invented, and years. 


if not centuries, before the Spanish screw 
was dreamed of. 

Well, what's all this about! 

This, simply, men and women will commit 
murder. So far asthe record of the world 
goes the very first family sprang to murder 
as a relief from some wrong fancied or real. 
From that time till now men tortured beyond 
endurance, women whose wrongs seemed un- 
bearable, have sought, by giving exit from 
this to another life of their enemy, their 
rival, their hated—whatsoever he or she may 
be called, have sought, I say, relief. Human 
as well as divine law says this is wrong and 
must be punished. and must be punished by 
death, and death by hanging. 

Hanging? 

l have seen many hangings. Somewhere 
in the sixties a Methodist parson, a hand- 
some fellow with more hair than brains, or 
8 more brains than morais, fascinated 

the attentions of his female flock,wearied 
of his wife. He gave her arsenic, and she 
was made very ill. Sitting by~her side with 
pious protestations and much evidence of 
love, he gave her an apple, and in that 
apple was concealed arsenic, of which par- 
taking, she sickened and died. This was in 
New Jersey. He was suspected, arraigned 
convicted, sentenced. I passed his final 
night with him. O, how he prayed and how 
he sung. How gieefully he anticipated the 
early joining of the angelic band, when he 
should throw himself prostrate before the 
throne and worship God the Father, God the 
Son, and God the Holy Ghost. Rapture was 
the absolute expression of his sentiment. He 
cried, and he prayed. and he sung, and he 
waited oniy for the coming of the hangman 
as for the coming of the Lord. The noose 
about his neck quickly choked him, and he 
went beyond the clouds. 

Shortiy after that l went to the Tombs to 
see a historic execution, that of Gordon, the 
slave-trader, the victim, the scapegoat for 
Boston and New York merchants, men.of 
wealth who had entered into the slave-trade 
with him and deserted him in the hdur of his 
need. Made drunk by copious livatious of 
whisky on top of an overdose of poison, which 
was taken from his vitals by the cogencies of 
a sitomach-pump, he reeled and staggered to 
a grassy plot between the woman’s prison 
and the House of Detention for men, and, 
sickeningly twirling like a misanthropic top, 
he bounded from space into eternity and 
joined the vast multitude. 

But women! 

O, yes, I have seen women hanged. 

How many? 

Four. 

And how did they behave? 

Well, lcan’t say that women meet their 
fate as calmly as men, for in the ex- 
perience of a quarter of a century, dur- 
ing which I have seen possibly thirty 
men hanged, I recall but one coward, un- 
less those who made themselves, or allowed 
themsives to be made, drunk prior to the 
moment of expiation may be called such, 
but no woman whom I have seen failed to 
N —4 the last moment.

s SHABBY TREATMENT OF 
THE LABOR BILLS. 


—— — 5 
Reasons Why the Arbitration Measure 
Should Have Been Given a Trial—Hard- 
ships Caused by the President’s Pocket 
Vetoes —A Patient Woman's Wo— In- 
justice to an Engineer — Miscellaneous 
News from the National Capital. 

Wasurnetoy, D. C., March 5.—[Special.]-— 
The President’s failure to sign two labor bills 
has brought him into disfavor with the Con- 
gressmen who claim to be the accredited 
champions of the labor interests. The legis- 
lation which was lost because of his pocket 
veto was embodied in the bill amending the 
law relative to the employment of alien labor 
and in the Railroad Arbitration bill. Both 
measures went to the President several days 
beyore adjournment, so that he had time to 
sign them if he had been so disposed. There 
is a little history which explains his refusal to 
let the Arbitration bill become a law. It passed 
the Hous last spring during the Southwest- 
ern railroad strikes. While many members 
doubted if much positive good could be done, 
they were willing that the principle of volun- 
tary arbitration should have atrial. The leg- 
islation was experimental. and did not go far 


enough to do any harm, even though the sup- 


posed good did not result. It merely pro- 
vided the machinery by which inter-State 
commerce carriers and their employés could 


call for an arbitration in settling their 


differences. If either party refused to 
arbitrate no means of compulsion were 
provided, public opinion being left to 
determine for itself the merits 
of the controversy. After the bill passed the 
House the Presiderit sent to Congress a spe- 
cial message giving his views on labor legis- 
lation. They did not rise much above the 
commonplaces of a political platform. The 
most interesting part of the message was 
that which had been seemingly written in 
criticism of the bill that had. sed the 
House. Many crude measures h been of- 
fered and the President had confounded 
them with the bill that did pass. The spe- 
cial labor message in the House was referred 
to the Committee on Labor with instruc- 
tions to report by a certain date. The 
Committeemen were indignant that Mr. 
Cieveland had not taken the trouble to read 
its bill Before pointing out the supposed faults 
and suggesting his own remedy. The Com- 
mitteemen discussed the message chiefly 
with regard to its mistakes. They did not 
report at the time specified nor at any other 
time. The disrespect, with which he was 
treated could hardly fail to reach Mr. Cleve- 
land, for none of his critics were backward 
in telling why the Yommittee took no action 
on the special message. Now it is said 
that though all this was nearly a 
year ago the President did not 
forgot the unpleasantness which had been 
forgotten by hearly everyone else till it was 
recalled, when the Senate passed the bill the 
first of the week, and that the pocket veto of 
it was due more to personal. feeling on Mr. 
Cleveland’s part than to be constitutional or 
r objections to the Labor Arbitration 
i 


POCKET-VETO HARDSHIPS. 

Some of the pocket vetoes of the President 
turned the rejoicing of successful claimants 
before Congress into wo. About the best 
known, because the most persistent, of these 
was Dr. Joseph Francis, who has claims to 
the invention of the life-line and car. His 
daughter has been incessant in her attendance 
upon Congress. From her seat in the gallerjes 
she patiently watched the proceedings dur- 
ing the long and short sessions. The bill 
giving her fathera gold medal passed the 

ouse through Mr. Hewitt's efforts a 
year ago, but every time Senator Ev- 
arts called it up in the Senate 
it was objected to. During the last hours of 
the session it finally passed. The patient 
woman was nearly frantic with joy. She is 
very plain-looking, but her happiness made 
her almost beautiful—for her father was at 
last to receive his long-delayed reward. To- 
day her face resumed its careworn expression, 
for she has learned that all her labor has been 
in vain. Dr. Francis is 87 years eld, and may 
not live to press his claim to the 

id medal through another Congress. 
The President’s pocket veto was not under- 
stood to be a mere inadvertence. The 
claims of Dr. Francis have been fought by 
Capt. Ottinger of Erie, Pa., who lays title to 
similar life-saving inventions on the lakes. 
Capt. Ottingr is more than 90 years old. 
Representative W. L. Scott of Erie has great 
influence with the President, and he is said 
to have 1 the signing of the bull 
that would have given Dr. Francis a gold 
medal. 

A woman who was successful in her efforts 
to have Congress remove the stain from her 
husband’s military record is the wife of an 
army Captain. She is very beautiful, 
and all the Senators and Representatives 
succumbed before her bright eyes. The 
President, however, could not have seen her, 
for he failed to sign the bill; but the lady is 
as determined as she is pretty, and she only 
shrugged her lovely shoniders and announced 
her determination to lay siege to the Fiftieth 
Congress when she learned the disheartening 


news. 

The bill appropriating $100,000 to A. H. 
Emery, civil engineer, of New York, as com- 
pensation for money expended in perfecting 
a machine for testing iron and steel, 
was also killed by a pocket veto. 
This machine is now the property of 
the Government, and represents, it 
is claimed, a personal loss to Mr. Emery of 
$200,000. It is said to be the most perfect 
machine of its kind in the world and of 
enormous value to the Government. The 
Senate appropriated $200,000 for Mr. Emery, 
and the House gave him $100,000. This com- 
pensation was accepted, and the bill appro- 
priating $100,000. Ihe President's failure to 
sign this bill will, it is said, throw 
the engineer into bankruptcy. These individ- 
ual hardships are brought to mind because of 
the special measures taken to cover the case. 
But the failure of the Deficiency bill works 
hardship to huncreds whose claims, running 
from a few dollars up to thousands, have 
been properly audited and only await the ap- 
riation by Congress for their payment. The 
‘ox River settlers are among those who sulf- 
fer.

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


General Managers Still Unable te Agree on 
Milling in Transit Rates. 

All efforts thus far made by the General 
Managers of the various roads between Chi- 
cago and St. Paul and Minneapolis to bring 
about an amicable adjustment of the milling 
in transit troubles have *failed, and the 


indications are that there will be a se- 


rious fight of several months’ duration 
before it will de possible to 
bring about an advance in grain and 
flour rates between Minneapolis and Chicago. 
As stated yesterday the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul at Friday’s meeting proposed that the 
non-transit roads participate in the trans- 
portation of transit grain and flour at pre- 
vailing rates not exceeding the amount of 
their allotted east-bound percentages, which 
proposition the non-transit roads refused to 
entertain, nor would the latter make any 
proposition for the settlement of the diffi- 
culty. Another meeting was held yesterday 
and the question was again discussed, but 
the result was no different from that of the 
day previous, and the meeting finally ad- 
journed without taking action until March 
17. It transpires that the proposition of the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul allowing the non- 
transit roads to participate in the transpor- 
tation of the transit grain for which orders 
have been sold by the St. Paul, Northwest- 
ern, and one or two other roads to the 
amount of their allotted east-bound 
percentages, was coupled with the 
roviso that flour and grain rates 
rom Minneapolis to Chicago should be ad- 
vanced to 1714 cents per 100 pounds (the pres- 
ent rate is isd cents, the same rate at which 
the 500,000,000 pounds or more of transit or- 
ders now out have been sold). This was the 
principal reason for the rejectjon of the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul's proposition by the non- 
transit roads. The Burlington & Northern 
says that an advance of grain rates to 176 
cents per 100 pounds would completely 
ruin its business. It has to com- 
ete «dunn the summer against the 
4 — River competition, which necessa- 
rily would prevent it from getting any 
through traffic, upon which it has principally 
to depend. It does not propose to deprive 
itself of all opportunities to compete inst 
the water routes for the sole purpose of pro- 
tecting the local traffic of the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul and Chicago & Northwestern. Those 
roads could afford to go out of the per 
traffic to Chicago because they would make 
up the loss on the business from local 
points, and would also have the advan 
of short lines to Lake 3: rior and Lake 
Michi ints. The Brlington & North- 
ern, therefore, does not propose in any event 
to agree upon a higher rate than 10 conts per 
100 pounds, Minneapolis to Chicago, and this 
only upon the withdrawal of all the millin 
in transit orders issued by the Milwaukee 
St. Paul and other transit roads. If the 
transit orders are not redeemed it will con- 
tinue to make a “T7<-cent rate until 
they are all out of the market. 
The Minnesota & Northwestern and 
the Wisconsin Central fully coincide with 
the Burlington & Northern in this matter. 
This places the Milwaukee & St. Paul in 
rather a bad predicament. It will either 
have to redeem all its mulling in transit or- 
ders, which will cost it in the neighborhood 
of $250,000, or it will have to submit to a 7 
cent rate on grain and flour from Minneapo- 
lis to Chicago, and this would compel it to 
make correspondingly low rates from all its 
numerous local receiving and milling sta- 
tions. 

There is also a prospect of a serious war on 
west or north bound rates from Chicago to 
St. Paul and Minneapolis until April 1 next. 
The present Western Freight Association 
pool was to have continued until April l, 
when the new law will necessarily an 
end to the pool. It had been to niain- 
tain the existing tariff until then and have 
the business evened up on the percentages 
lately awarded by Arbitrators Chappell and 
Hyland. This award, however, has proved 
very unsatisfactory to some of the ro 8. and 
they decline to accept it. Someof these 
roads, therefore, went to work and made 
heavy contracts in New York and Chicago 
for merchandise at a cut of about one-half of 
the régular tariff rates. The Burlington & 
Northern, it appears, failed to make any con- 
tracts previous to the restoration of rates 
last week, and on this account, as well as for 
the reason that its new percentage is not 
what it ong to have been, it withdrew 
from the pool yesterday, and announced its 
determination to take business at whatever 
rates contracts are being carried out by other 
roads until April 1. This, course, will 
keep the pool rates completely demoralized 
until that date. It has agreed, however, with 
the other roads that after April 1 it would 
maintain the rates lately agreed upon. 


Wisconsin Central Extension. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 5.— [Special.]—

A general 
reduction of ten cents per 100 pounds from regu- 
lar tariff is now being made on grain and flour by 
nearly all the roads, and some of the non-pool 
lines it is claimed are taking business at a.cut of 
tweive cents per 100 pounds. It is feared that 
rates will go still lower before the Inter-State 
Commerce law goes into effect unless some de- 
cisive steps are at once taken to secure greater 
harmony amoung the various lines. 


The Traffic Managers and General Freight 
Agents of the various transcontinentul lines west 
oi the Missouri River have now been in session 
for more than a week trving to agree upon new 
freight tariffs in conformity with the new Inter- 
State law, but have not yet been able to come to 
an agreement. Two tarifis are being prepared, 
one based upon a strict interpretation of* the 
long and short haul section of the new law and 
the other based upon the water competition as 
interpreted by Commissioner Fink and General- 
Solicitor Fred Raymond of the Southern Pacific. 
The principal obstacle in the way of an agree- 
ment is the inability to meee upon through rates 
from El Paso to the Missouri and my 
Rivers. The fight is between the Southern Pu- 
cific and Texas Pacific on the one hand and the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé on the other. 
The former demands a lower through rate from 
El Paso than the Santa Fé can afford to make 
without seriously affecting its business at New 
Mexico points.

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TWO HANGINGS BY VIGILANTES FOR 
THE SAKE OF PEACE. 


The Reformation of Rule by the Right of 
the Revolver—Jim Frodsham’s Ferocious 
Fight for Life—The Sad Fate of a Ten- 
derfoot Boy from Indiana—Wild Scenes 
in a Jail—~The Last Instances of Lot- 
Jumping and Highway Robbery in Lead- 
ville, 


When the first and only lynching in the 
camp occurred I was the city editor of a pro- 
tentious daily in Leadville. Everybody was 
so busy digging out silver or otherwise 
making money that he hadn’t time to give 
his personal attention to needed reforms. 
Pat Kelly was chief of police. He was dis- 
tinguished for the political virtue so rever- 
enced in modern times of standing by his 
friends. And he had many. Big Ed Burns,” 
the Chicago outlaw, was his Pythias. Burns’ 
victims are more numerous to tradition 
than those of either Bat Masterson or 
“Voc” Halliday. Kelly’s saloon on State 
street was the rendezvous of an incompar- 
able gang when the notorious Jim Frodsham 
of Wyoming came to the camp, and all 
around it were dens crowded with confi- 
dence-men, pickpockets, and highwaymen. 
Up and down the street a thousand itinerant 
bull and mule whackers caroused every 
night, parting with sense and purse before 
morning. Leadville rapidly became the 
Mecca of robbers as well as murderers. 
Young men of shiftless wavs and good con- 
nections in the East were insensibly drawn 
into the vicious swim. 

Among these was Charles Stewart, a fair- 
haired youth 18 years old. Impoverished and 
friendless, he one day met a co nial hign- 
wavman, who opened up to him the possibili- 
ties of the road-agent profession, and Stew- 
art joined it, scarcely realizing the gravity of 
the step. The footpad became the picturesque 
success Of the hour. He was unrecognizable 
by day and omnipresent by night. Citizens 
were held up“ in the very glare of the gas- 
lights, untii no man who had a cabin distant 
from the centre of the camp was considered 
of sound mind if he did not take the middie 
of the road after sunset, with pistolin hand, 
and run at the first sound of a footfall. 

Meanwhile Frodsham had found an exceed- 
ingly profitable pursuit. Within a few weeks 
he had earned for himself the distinction of 
being the most intrepid lot-jumper that ever 
contested the sovereign right of a squatter in 
Colorado. Under the shelter of a legal con- 


troversy between the settlers and the owners 


of the mining domain he was driving people 
from their houses at the point of the shotgun 
and selling the tities which he assumed to 
the highest bidder. His ore appalled 
every one with whom he came in contact. 
When the exodus waé tardy he shot, and 
often with effect. f 

Lots 25x100 feet were increasing in value 
from $200 to 800 a week. The city site was 
originally two placer claims, owned respect- 
ively by virtue of purchase by Stevens & 
Leiter of the iron mine and the Harrison 
Smelting Works. The squatters maintained 
that the mining laws did not vest the right of 
title to the superficial area in the owners of 
u placer tract which was not to all practical 
intents and purposes a piacer mine, and set 
up possession as nine points of the law, which 
they obeyed. The purchasers contend- 
ed that the good faith of their 
investments and the undoubted placer 
qualines of the gravel underiying the 
city amplified their titles. The wealthier 
speculators of Leadville, advised by the local 
leading.authorities, supported the syndicate 
owners to the extent of buying lot claims at 
$25 each, with the remote chance in many in- 
stances of securing possession. Among these 
investors were ex-Senator Tabor; his fidu- 
Clary agent at that time, William H. Bush; 
Simon Foss, now a cattle king in the Indian 
Territory; Hunter & Trimble, the bankers, 
and any number of merchants on the two 
main thoroughfares. The history of the 
bloody war that ensued would make a vol- 
ume of tragedies. 

One morning, in front of the Clarendon 
Hotel, Bush’s brother killed a young man 
named Arbuckle, a néphew of ex-Chief Justice 
Miller, in a quarrel over alot which Bush 
claimed to have purchased, and upon which 
Arbuckle had built a shanty in the night. 
Bush sold the lot not many days afterward 
for something like $6,000... He cost, - addi- 
tional to the human life, was $25. The ma- 
chinery of the Sheriff's and City Marshal's 
oftices was employed to oust the squatters. 
There were no legal proceedings in the dis- 

sossession; everything was deliberately 

one at the revolver’s muzzle. One 
resisting squatter was killed by — Al 
Sheriff Miller, and Miller was speedily 
acquitted. He celebrated the event one night 
by *“snuffing the lights’’ ina dance-hall and 
sending a bullet through an innocent by- 
stander. All this time Frodsham and the 
wild Irishman, Mike Mooney, were jemping 
lots, regardless whether a millionaire or pau- 
per heid the proprietary interests. Some- 
thing decisive had to be done. Lot-jumping 
and highway robbery must be stopped. So 
the speculators, capitalists, and merchants 
quickly formed a vigilant committee. The 
biggest men in the camp were its active pro- 
moters and its adherents to the last. One 
hundred black cloaks and masks had been 
made by the wives of some of the members, 
when a startling event disturbed the prosy 
hfe of a German barber named Bockhouser. 

While he was passing down lower State 
street toward home one night two figures ad- 
vanced from the shadowed sidewalks on 
either side. He ordered them to halt, and 
when they paid no heed to his command he 
blazed away at one with a 32-calibre revolver. 
There was another and another shot, then a 
death-cry, aud one of the footpads fell. The 
other fled and the barber emptied his re- 
volver after him. People rushed out of the 
surrounding houses, half dressed, and joined 
in the pursuit. Two blocks away the fugitive 
dropped in a faint from loss of blood. 
He had been shot in the arm. The mob 
was surprised to find such a boyish highway- 
man. It was young Stewart. The identity 
of his companion was never definitly deter- 
mined. Stewart knew him as Frank Sanders 
of Illinois, but no one ever claimed 5 
and the body was buried in a pauper’s patch. 
He was killed with a forty-eight calibre 
bullet, which entered his back above the right 
shoulder and took a diagonal course down- 
ward. Bockhouser’s revolver was a thirty- 
two, and Stewart’s wound was made by a 
thirty-two calibre ball. The presumption 
was that somebody saw the attempted rob- 
bery from an elevated position and shot 
Sanders. 

Bockhouser awoke next morning to find 
himself the hero of the hour. He was borne 
through the streets on the shoulders of a 
dozen sturdy admirers, with a howling pro- 
cession behind. A citizens’ purse of $750 was 
expended for an appropriately inscribed gold 
watch, and before noon a performance at the 
Olympic Theatre was advertised in flaming 
posters for his benefit. 

The community was at last aroused, and 
the moment for the action of the vigilantes 
had come. About4o’clock in the afternoon 
four Deputy Sheriffs clinched Frodsham on 
Harrison avenue and disarmed him ina flash. 
He instantly divined his doom. 

** What is this, boys,“ he asked, a lynch- 
ing bee!“ =. fie 

No, Jim,” replied the spokesman ; “ you’re 
arrested for disturbance bf the peace.”’ 

That won't go down,“ he muttered. III 
never see tomorrow's sunrise.“ 

Every effort to find Mooney failed. About 
8 o’clock in the evening he stepped into the 
dingy partitioned editoral-room, pale, quiver- 
ing from fright, and with a halting speech 
went on to tell me that everything was up. He 
begged that I procure him some ammunition, 
which I did, and then he left, as he had come, 
in the shadows, to return to Leadville no 
more. The information hehad imparted set 
me on the track of the plot. 

The new brick county jail was in the sub- 
urbs. surrounded by pine tree stumps and 
bowiders, and half a mile away. The first 
attempt to reach it was frustrated about mid- 
Way by amasked man ahd a shotgun. The 
order to face about was peremptory. A sec- 
ond anda third endeavor were alike unsuc- 
cessful. Thé printers were nodding over 
their empty composing-sticks when, for the 
fourth time, at precisely 3:30 o’clock, I start- 
ed out with a sinking, distressed sensation at 
heart. No one accosted me, and I soon 
reached the vicinity of the jail. I rethem- 
bered that a wooden annex to the jail, at its 
entrance, was being reared, and when the 
black brick mass appeared before me I picked 
my way around to this structure. I reached 
for a match to light my way, and could find 
none. } 

Stumbling up on the sill of the L door, I

CLINGING TO A WHALE’S JAW. 


Capt. Edwards Escapes the Fate of Jonah, 
and the Whale Goes to the Bottom. 

East Hampton, L. I., March 4.—The whal- 
ing crews from Amagansettowhich killed a 
large cow right whale. yesterday afternoon 
have been unable to move the carcass of the 
monster, which sank to the bottom of the 

ocean in twenty fathoms of water about sev- 
en miles out. In the event of its rising to 
the surface a tug has been engaged at Green- 
port to tow the whale’s body to Promised 
Land, where the fish and oil works offer fa- 
cilities tor boiling the blubber and getting 
out the bone. The whale, which is about 
sixty feet in length, will bring the captors 
about $1,200 for oil and bone. 

Capt. Charles Edwards, who was in com- 
mand of the boat which was broken up by 
the tailof the dying whale, a narrow 
escape from death.

THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL LESSON TO BE 
STUDIED TODAY. 


Promises Made to Abraham—Test of His 
Devotion by Requiring the Sacrifice of 
Isaac—Services to Be Held Today in the 
Various Chicago Churches—Topics Se- 
lected by the Ministers as the Subjects of 
Their Sermons. 


This lesson is one of the grandest in the 
whole range of Scripture. No other lesson, 
perhaps, gives so clear an illustration of true 
faith. About twenty-six years have passed 
since the last lesson. The same divine mes- 
sengers who appeared to Abraham in his tent 
by the oaks of Mamre and announced the 
destruction of Sodom and Gomorrah also 
foretold the birth of Isaac. Abraham was 
then 100 and Sarah was 90 years old, and she 
laughed at the improbability of the prophecy. 
But in due time it was fulfilled. It is easy to 
imagine the depth of affection with whieh 
the aged couple regarded the only son, whose 
name was to live in history as one of the 
Hebrew patriarchs. He seems to have been 
not merely an only son, but a young man 
of a remarkably sweet and pure char- 
acter. But God, who ever demands the 
choicest offerings of the heart, deter- 
mined to make the well-beloved son the 
means of a crucial test of Abraham’s faith. 
What more sacred sacrifice could Abraham 
offer up than Isaac? Surely if the aged father 
could tear his heart asunder and slay his only 
boy at the command of the Lord his fealty to 
the God of Heaven could not be questioned. 
So the Lord commanded Abraham to take 
Isaac into the land of Moriah and there sac- 
rifice him asa burnt offering, How terrible 
the ordeal! Yet the aged patriarch never 
faltered. Recognizing it to be his supreme 
duty to unhesitatingly obey the commands of 
God, he asked no questions, required no ex- 
planations. Strong in the consciousness of 
doing right, yet whata heavy heart must he 
have had as he saddled his ass and prepared 
the wood to take with him on the journey to 
the altar? Mount Morian was about forty- 
five miles distant from Beersheba, which was 
Abraham’s home. It was the place on which, 
according to tradition, Solomon built the 
temple. As they approached the spot 
where David afterwards prepared an altar 
for the Lord, Abraham said to the young men 
who were with them, Abide you here with 
the ass, and land the lad will go yonder; 
and we will worship, and come once 
you.” What a wonderful assurance of faith 
is this! Is he conscious that God will restore 
to him the son of promise, or does his faith 
instinctively 2 — this, as he promises 
they will return? Isaac asked where was the 
lamb for the offering, but with lovi self- 
control Abraham answered ‘God will pro- 
vido.“ After the patriarch had built the al- 
tar and laid the wood thereon, he bound the 
son, the only son, and took the knife with 


a glorious victory. God didn’t want Isaac 
slain, He wan the purest, highest love of 
Abrahain’s soul, and no less an offering will 
suffice for every child of His. But as the 
deadly weapon was about to descend 
an angel of the Lord cried, ‘Lay not 
thy hand upon the lad.“ God was satisfied; 
Abraham’s devotion was complete, and his 
faith triumphed. And as Abraham had pre- 
viously said, the Lord did provide, and a ram 
which was caught in a thicket near by was 
offered up instead of the son. A remarkable 
thought which is suggested by this lesson is 
the typical ‘character of Isaac. In reading 
the story one is strongly impressed with the 
idea that the offering of Isaac foreshadows the 
sacrifice of ree | the Savior of the world 
by His Father. The only and well-beloved 
son, in each case, was given up; in both cases 
they consented to die, and actually bore the 
instruments of death with their own hands. 
Whether Abraham foresaw that his offering 
was to typify the great sacrifice which was 
to redeem the world is .not known. The 
golden textis: “God will provide himself 
a lamb for a burnt offering. — Gen. . 8.

WILL IT BE HOKIZONTAL OR VERTICAL? 

There are à good 8 theorists among the 
real-estate operators of this city, and some 
of them are the very best sort of theorists, 
for their theories are based on the ex 
ence of years. Their successes are good evi- 
dence of the soundness of their 22 
As to the future of the business part of Ch 
cago there are two distinct opinions. One is 
that the principal growth in the next few 
years will be horizontal and the other that it 
will be vertical. That is, some believe that 
business will push rapidly southward, while 
others think that the additional space will 
be gained by tearing down present structures 
and croctink much higher ones. The latter 
view is entertained by a number of those 
men whose success and wealth have forced 
them into prominence and who are consider- 
ed authorities on the subject. The former 
view is also held by some of these — 
and by a still larger number of aggressive 
men who are comparatively new to real-es- 
tate operations in this city. When what is 
ayn ar go as the business quarter of a city 
is filled with buildings it is, of course, the 
most natural thing in the world to conclude 
that any further business structures must 
go somewhere else. The modern practice of 

utting up buildings of ten and twelve stories 
Bas, however, introduced an entirely new 
element. Men of advanced ideas, if they 
want more A take it out of the 
sky. Ithas been fully demonstrated that 
these high buildings are practicable, and that 
settles the question with them. Indeed, they 
assert that no man can afford to have a low 
building in a central business location; the 
ground costs too much. The advantages of 
a high building are obvious. The land costs 
no more than if it were occupied by a five- 
story structure. ‘One can have a building of 
double the capacity of the old-fashioned 
structures and pay no more for the océupancy 
of the land. It costs littie more for boilers, 
elevators, or service. The additional cost is 
almost entirely in the construction of the 
additional stories. And the upper floors are 

lower ones. 
accustomed 
to those gh perch they prefer 
them. . They get better light and air and are 
more free from dust. When these buildings 
were first erected in this city there was a 
strong and very natural prejudice against the 
upper stories. But people have found that 
the thing does not tumble down, and that the 
time spent in reaching the higher floors 
amounts to nothing. Once the question of 
ttin ple to occupy these upper floors 
settled, and the whole matter is solved. 

The erection of these high buildings is a 
concession to the well-known fact that busi- 
ness centres do not often change. Our great 
business area is from the river to Van Buren 
street, and from the South Branch to 
the lake. It is so firmly’ established 
that every man who wants to haye 
a trade of leading importance re- 
pels the idea of going outside of that quar - 
ter. He knows if he does he is fighting 
physical laws and the laws of human nature, 
and that his business will be second-rate. 
Even so tremendous an agency as the fire of 
1871 did not change the business quarter, and 
some of the strongest merchants of this city 
know to their cost that they cannot do what 
the fire did not do. It is not to be wondered 
at, therefore, that so many of the real-estate 
men of the-ity have concluded that there is 
no escape from extending vertically instead 
of 2 If their conclusion is cor- 
rect there will be a great revolution in the 
business quarter of Chicago within the next 
decade. Business must have more room, and 
there are many old-fashioned buildings in 
the quarter mentioned. But a large propor- 
tion of those who control these properties 
are coming slowly to the modern view of 
the subject and will perhaps be a little slow 
in acting on it. 

Of course this idea does not exclude the 
expectation of material advancement of prop- 
erty in other parts of the city devoted to 
business or the opening of new business dis- 
tricts, but it does enforce the theory that 
there 1s to be as much growth in the old quar- 
terasin any new one. The crowding of 
trade into a small area will lead to the fancy 

rices that prevail in-the older cities of the 

nion. The new quarters will grow, but they 
will still be subordinate. This theory isa 
good one to place before those who are buying 
on Wabash avenue south of Harrison street, 
and who have undue expectation as to the 
immediate future of that locality. Fer a 
long time the prevailing type of build- 
ing there must be the structure containing 
stores on the ground fioor and flats above. 
The limit of price to such 1 ated as that 1s, 
of course, very much below t of the prop- 
erties north of Harrison street. It is to be 
said in favor of buyers on Wabagh avenue, 
however, that the most intelligent them 
are not making their purchases in the ex- 
tation of a things this year or next, 
but in the hope ofa nal and moderate 
appreciation. me of them are buving for 
a generation not yet in active business life. 
These people foresee a time when the city 
will be so large and communication so easy 
that Twenty-second street will seem as near 
to the Court-House as Jackson street now 
seems. The ver. pore of the central busi- 
ness quarter will force a secondary growth 

south of it. 

STATE STREET AGAIN. 

The question whether the present tenantry 
of State street south of rrison is an in- 
superable obstacle to the extension of busi- 
ness to that part of the city was raised in 
a recent paragraph, and the conclusion was 
reached that trade would readily overcome 
anything so trivial. But the objection is 
raised by some of the brokers that much of 
the frontage is owned by men who not only 
are not careful as to their tenants, but pre- 
fer those whose occupations are questiona- 
ble. These people, it is claimed, will not 
sell on any terms, and therefore the 
property cannot into the possession 
of better landlords. There are some 
such owners, no doubt, but there are 
more who prefer respectable people 
for tenants, and who would be glad 
to have a better class of trade there. There 
are among the owners some of the most 
reputable men in the city. Another objec- 
tion is found in the nearness of railroad 
tracks toa considerable part of the street. 
People do not want a lot of locomotives rat- 
tling along at their back doors. This certain- 

is an objection so far as small stores and 

ts are concerned, but that part of the 
street would be available for warehouses, 
and there is none too much room in the cit 
at convenient points for such ctructures. It 
still appears, therefore, that there is as much 
reason for growth on State street as on Wa- 
bash avenue, and the speculative current 
may go that way yet. 

OFFICE BUILDINGS. 

There is, after all, very httle difference of 
opinion as to the status of the office buildings 
in the Board of Trade quarter. 5 
admits there that there are now more rooms 


of certain sorts than are wanted, and every- 


body knows that rents have in some cases 
been considerably reduced. Owners there 
declare, however, that it is only a question of 
three or four years when values be con- 
siderably enhanced and rents will be back to 
their old level.

The Building Committee of the Real-Estate 
Board have been instructed to report at the next 
monthly meeting on the question of ae or 
leasing a site fora building to be controlled by 
the board and to have suitable rooms for its uses. 
It is thought to be high time for this organization 
to have a home of its own.

For the third time in the history of Plym- 
outh, Mass., an execution is to occur. The 
man to be hanged is Samuel F. Besse of 
Wareham who has been convicted of 
the murder of Richard N. Lawton, a well- 
to-do egg peddler, the only motive — 
robbery. Besse is a man with a very har 
character. Previous to this offense he had 
served thirteen years in jail in a life of twen- 
ty-nine years. The murder was committed 
with a double-barreled shotgun in- broad 
daylight on a lonesome road. After filling 
the body of the murdered man with shot he 
put him in a wagon and drove the body a 
distance of fifteen miles. Then he lashed up 
the horse and sent it in the direction of New 
Bedfora, where the team was found on the 
road. It took but two days to capture the 
murderer and but fifteen minutes for a jury 
to convict him. The execution, although op- 
posed on age moral grounds by the resi- 
dents of the old Town of Plymouth, will take 

lace between the hours of 8 and 11 a m. 

hursday next. The Sheriff of the county is 
a man of strong ideas, and he will allow 
only twelve good men of the county to be 
present at the execution, together with the 
officials of the court. The prisoner is out of 


public gaze, and the Sheriff will not allow | 


even a member of the press to see him. The 
reason of this is, he says, to prevent any sen- 
sational coloring of the facts of the case or 
the hanging. Many applications to be pres- 
ent from the leading men of the State have 
been refused, and altogether the affair prom- 
ises to be the quietest execution that has 
taken place in this section of the country. 
Some of the older inhabitants are so super- 
stitious that they will leave the county tue 
day of the execution and return the follow 
ing day. Besse has not confessed, and, it is 
said, seems indifferent regarding his fate. 
No sympathy is expressed for him by any 
one. 


THE CAPITAL OF INDIANA. 


Standing of the Supreme Court of the State 
—Liability of Lynchers. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 5.—[Special.]— 
Since the Supreme Court decided the Lieu- 
tenant-Governorship case it has been the 
fashion of Democratic writers to abuse its 
members and belittle its standing. One of 
these, the correspondent of a Kentucky or- 
gan, said the other day: “The decisions of 


the court of last resort in this State have 
never been held in high regard by courts and 
attorneys in other States, and it is only a rare 
occasion that you hear them cited in argu- 
ment elsewhere.” A friend of the court has 
taken the trouble to examine the cases re- 

rted and cited in the principal reports and 
aw magazines. He has found that with one 
single exception they report and cite Indiana 
cases more as authority than those of any 
other State, and Kentucky furnishes the 
smallest number, whereupon he remarks: 
This may arise from the fact that down 
there they occasionally kill a Supreme 
Judge for making an unsatisfactory decis- 
ion.’ 

The question of the liability of lynchers for 
their acts has never been tested in Indiana, 
but a case filed in the Federal Court this 
week will probably establish a precedent. 
Aug. 19 last W. F. Watkins, a bricklayer of 
Louisville, at work in Aurora, killed Louis 
Hilberts, his employer, in a quarrel over the 
payment of his wages. A mob of citizens 
soon gathered at the sceneof the murder, 
and within an hour after the death of his 
victim Watkins was hanged in the heart of 
the town in midday. There was no attempt 
at concealment, and now W. Gibson, ad- 
ministrator of. Watkins’ estate, demands 
$10,000 of the leaders of the mob for damages 
by the crime for which they have never been 
punished nor even.cited to answer.
